CHAPTER XVIII. 


Agduben in St. Louis 


ATURALLY, so great a bird man as Audu- 
N bon wanted to visit the home of so great 
a bird as the Weather Bird; so in March, 

1843, the naturalist reached St. Louis. 

He was met at the river front by the Weather 
Bird and taken to the old Planters, where they 
had bird-nest soup together and discussed the 
bipennates of this section. 

Audubon was the author of the expression, “It 
is a bird.” Before he came, bird knowledge was 
extremely meager, and usually no one knew posi- 
tively whether it was a bird or not. 

He shipped here for the upper Missouri, and his 
adventures upon that trip are among the best in 
his books. For instance, he found the Missouri 
a muddy stream running between buffalo herds. 
These sometimes crossed, obstructing traffic. The 
boat upon which he took passage carried forward 
a buffalo dredge, which was customary. Audu- 
bon’s story of this dredge was the inspiration 
of Mark Twain’s alligator dredge. He said: 

“We approached an apparently endless proces- 
sion of these creatures. I supposed the captain 
intended running through them, and rushed up 
to the deck to dissuade him from such a suicidal 
course. There were literally tens of thousands 
of the shaggy brutes, and a boat might as well 
have tried running through an island. 

“‘*My dear sir,’ the Captain explained, ‘we are 
not going to imperil your own or anyone’s life. 
We will simply dredge the channel out. We do it 
all the time.’ 

“T could not believe it, but I gave their ex- 
perience the benefit of the doubt, and stood by 
the forward rail to see. A great derrick was 
lowered from the bow, and half a dozen rousta- 
bouts ran out upon it. Each of them carried a 
lariat, which he made fast at one end to the 
derrick. As the boat struck the herd, each of 
these men tossed his noose over the -horns of a 
buffalo, the crew lifted the catch and swung it 
off-side and behind, and the boat moved into 
the space cleared. .We worked through a half- 
mile of solid buffaloes in less than an hour. 
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“It was wonderful,’ I said to the Captain, 
seeking him out when we were once more bow!- 
ing along. 

“‘Oh, that!’ he said, ‘that was nothing. The 
real work comes when the Indians walk out on 
the backs of the buffaloes and attack us while 
we are dredging.’ 

“I asked him if this often happened. 

“‘Almost every trip,’ he answered. ‘The In- 
dians are cute. They wait for us where the 
buffaloes are crossing, and try to board us when 
we are about half-way through. When you get 
about a million mad buffalo bumpin’ you, and 
a thousand or so painted redskins tryin’ for the 
gunwale, it takes some steamboatin’ to navigate 
this river.’ 

“T remarked that it certainly must. 

“The numbers of the buffalo are incredible. 
They upholster the earth in a reddish brown. 
There are millions.”

Leaving the boat, Audubon started across the 
plains.

The Indians welcomed him, and they had sup- 
per together. After supper he smoked with the 
buck, and they also talked of bipennates. These 
were very plentiful in the vicinity, and the In- 
dian outlined the various varieties in the sand.

BROKEN REED OF THE REFERENDUM. 

It was certain to come and it has arrived at 
last. There never was any doubt about its ap- 
pearance. The only question was as to the time. 
Referring to the delay in the appointment and 
organization of the Public Utilities Commission, 
Mr. G. W. Williams writes to the Post-Dispatch 
as follows: 

Why complain of public indifference in this man- 
ner when your paper fails utterly to advocate the 
only measure which will enable public sentiment to 
crystallize into just laws that which is good for the 
public, regardless of local officilaldom? You are the 
doctor, to a great many minds. Then why not come 
out squarely and prescribe the real medicine—initia- 
tive, referendum and recall? Then you will find that 
public sentiment can and will stop the abuses under 
which we now suffer. 

We already have the initiative, the referendum 
and the recall in this town under the good old 
American names of popular nominations, popular 
elections at frequent intervals and public opinion. 
If these things are of no avail under one name 
they will not be effective under another. 

How many members of the House of Delegates 
could be unseated today under the recall, with 
public sentiment as it now is? In how many 
wards of this city, with public sentiment as it 
now is, would a campaign against the notorious 
grafters of the combine Be successful? 

There is no virtue {n the initiative and refer- 
endum that has not been tried in this town re- 
reatedly. The free bridge enterprise is a case in 
point. There was popular initiative in that and 
there was a referendum of overwhelming force, 
and yet what has been accomplished? If there 
is not enough energy behind public sentiment to 
compel action in a case of this kind, initiative, 
referendum and recall laws might be piled moun- 
tain high and they would be of no avail. 

In every republican government there must be 
enlightened and vigorous public sentiment. There 
must be an insistent demands There must be 
watchfulness. 
ress. There must be consistent and persistent 
action at the polls. If these things are wanting it 
makes no difference what the various processes 
may be called. They will amount to nothing. 

Public sentiment in St. Louis has already ex- 
pressed itself in favor of a Publie Utilities Com- 
mission. as emphatically as it could have done 
under any system of referendum. It is ignored 
because, as would have been the case under a 
referendum, interest died out as soon as the man- 
date was given. The popular will cannot be made 
effective under any system unless it is a continu- 
ing will and unless there is a fixed purpose be- 
hind it. 

The people who imagine that calling various 
phases of political activity by different names is 
going to change the nature of those activities are 
wofully mistaken. There is nothing in the way 
of good government and progress which the peo- 
ple of St. Louis cannot have under the existing 
system more easily ,than they could gain it un- 
der any other if they will go about it in earnest. 

Initiatives, referendums and recalls leave prac- 
tically everything to the people en masse. If 
they are too indifferent to move under the present 
system, what would be the condition of affairs 
under one which depended upon them alone? 
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SIMPLE REMEDIES FOR ANARCHY. 

The use and the abuse of things are considera- 
tions which make many laws necessary. There is 
always an outcry when an unlawful meeting is 
dispersed or when a crime-provoking publication 
is seized or denied access to the mails. 

Practically every human right is held and ex- 
ercised subject to some.limitation. If no one were 
disposed to misuse liberty there would be more of 
it. Well disposed men are compelled frequently 
to surrender some freedom in order to check the 
abuse of freedom by others. 

It is a serious thing in this country to establish 
a press censorship in the Postoffice Department or 
to destroy a newspaper by withdrawing its pos- 
ta’ privileges, but so is it also a serious thing 
tu print and circulate periodicals which openly 
advocate assassination, arson and revolution. 

Every government and every society has an 
inherent right to protect itself from enemies of 
this description and it is strange indeed that new 
laws on the subject are deemed necessary at 
Washington. Nothing appears to have been lack- 
ing in the effectiveness of governmental action 
in the case of anarchistic print at Patterson, 
N. J. The mails were closed to it. If it cireu- 
lates now it must be surreptitiously and at con- 
siderable expense. 

From this time forward the local authorities 
have a duty to perform. State laws cover incite- 
ment to crime, and men who conduct publications 
devoted to the advocacy of murder ought to be 
brought under their penalties very easily. Simple 
remedies properly applied to the evils of society 
are generally effective and they are likely to 
render heroic treatment unnecessary. 
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OVERRULING THE SUPREME COURT. 

A local newspaper which ought to know better, 
in referring to the powers of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, says: 

It may nullify any law by simply declaring that 
it violates some provision of the Constitution of the 
United States, and from that decision there is no 
appeal. Not even Congress can dispute the mandate 
of this court, which possesses powers in this respect 
shared by no other like tribunal in the civilized 
world, 

We cannot wonder much at the growth of vio- 
lent agitation, the increase of revolutionary senti- 
ments and the development of hostility to the 
courts when such statements as this are made 
almost daily in publications of which better 
things might be expected. 

There is an appeal from the Supreme Court of 
the United States which is just as effective as any 
appeal that is ever made to that tribunal. The 
appeal from the Court is to the people, and it is 
plainly provided for in the constitution itself, by 
the process of amendment. 

The Court interprets the constitution. The Court 
is the voice of the constitution. If the people do 
not like their constitution they can change it at 
least as easily and as quickly as they can get 
a contested law passed in Congress. 

In this way the people can give law to the 
courts, constituting themselves an overruling pow- 
er whose mandate must be observed, not by one 
court only, but by all courts. There is an ap- 
‘peal from the Supreme Court indeed, but its judg- 
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that few attempts at a popular remedy have ever 
been deemed necessary. 

The right is in the hands of the people, how- 
ever, and they can exercise it whenéver they 
will.

BASEBALL IN CHADWICK’S DAYS. 

In the early days of the late Henry Chadwick's 
connection with baseball the game was distin- 
guished chiefly from that of today by the fact 
that it was played in the main by amateurs and 
the pitcher actually pitched the ball. The thrown 
ball was not permitted in regulation games until 
the ’70s. 

When pitchers pitched and when players played 
for the fun of it there was great interest in base- 
ball, but no such crowds assembled then, even 
when, as was often the case, the admission wa: 
free, as now gather to witness the most uninte 
esting clubs. Those were days of batting an. 
baserunning and muffs and big scores. 





quently and occasionally much higher. 
that made 60 or 70 tallies with 10 or 15 home- 
runs was a wonder. Sometime in the early ’70s 
the Chicago professionals were “whitewashed,” 
the first instance of the kind on record, and the 
evil distinction held to the organization for some 
time, until, with the introduction of underhand 
throwing, small scores and no scores became the 
rule. The St. Louis Browns were among the 
first to use a thrower instead of a pitcher, and he 
made trouble for a great many people. 

Not a few regular attendants upon baseball 
games have never ceased to lament the restriction 
of batting and base running which has resulted 
from the use of the thrown ball. There is a sci- 
entific interest in what is called a pitchers’ bat- 
tle, but from the average spectator’s standpoint 
there must be more enjoyment and excitement in 
a slugging match. 

Although many of our modern baseball experts 
have become so criticat in all respects that a 
game with plenty of batting and base running 
moves them to wrath, the probability is that 
an old-time contest would be almost more than 
the ordinary devotee of the game could stand. A 
man in New Jersey the other day became so ex- 
cited when a long drive was made that he fell 
over with apoplexy. What might not lippen 
now to a crowd of 10,000 or 20,000 people if their 
favorite club should cannonade the opposition for 
thirty or forty runs? 

Nowadays the nerves grow tense with fear 
or hope that some batsman will pound out a 
single run, which he generally fails to do. In the 
old days the question simply was: How many 
runs? People were willing to stay all day with 
the prospect that in the last half of the last in- 
ning a favored club would make a dozen runs. 

In either of its phases the game is a good one, 
furnishing harmless amusement for thousands 
and, as now managed, having no demoralizing 
attachments. 
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COMPETITIVE TRUST-BUSTING IN ST. LOUIS. 

Attorney-General Hadley had no monopoly of 
trust-busting and political opportunity in the Re- 
publican party. Hardly had he left the State when 
Assistant Attorney-General Kennish revived 
drooping spirits with the announcement that he 
would presently take action to dissolve the North 
American Securities Combine of St. Louis lighting 
companies. 

Thereupon Circuit Attorney Sager took notice. 
At his instance the date of arguing the demurrer 
in the city’s ouster suit against the same combine 
was moved up to May 2. 

Competition is a good thing for offcials as well 
as for lighting companies. We have previously 
remarked that if a Republican official would 
burst open the Light Trust, he might find his 
party’s gubernatorial nomination therein. 

No doubt these two young men are proceeding 
sincerely in the line of official duty, but if the 
activities of either or both are spurred by aspira- 
tion, so much the better. Now is the time for 
ambitious young public servants to demonstrate 
tu the people what is in them, and if there are 
any more who would shy their castors at the 
same object, the people will applaud, provided 
they do it-effectively. 

It is a wholesome kind of politics which invites 
and stimulates officials to rivalry in the perform- 
ance of duties, and especially of duties which 
promise great public benefit. To be sure, officials 
should be judged, in the large, by what they ac- 
complish and conclude rather than by what they 
begin. But trust-busting is destined to go on 
and to be popular for some years in this locality. 

It is never too late to begin, and any kind of a 
beginning, if it be genuine, is a good beginning. 
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OLD GUARD AND OLD GANG. 

The Old Guard of St. Louls was the National 
Guard at the time of the beginning of the Civil 
War. Some of its members entered the service of 
the union. Others followed the fortunes of the 
Confederacy. 

For the most part the Old Guard was made 
up of real soldiers and real heroes. They stood 
for something. So far as the history of those 
times has enlightened us on the subject, not 
one of them wore gum shoes. They belonged 
to no lobby. They sucked no eggs. They knew 
nothing about baking powder. They had nothing 
to do with alum. 

A flag carried by the Old Guard throughout 
the war has been framed in an air-tight case and 
is to be presented to the Historical Society. It is 
a standard in tatters, but it is a memento of brave 
and true men and of their service and sacrifice. 

No wonder, then, that Bill Stone’s old gang in 
Missouri politics likes to have itself addressed 


as the Old Guard! 
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TULSA, OK., AND NEW YORE, N. Y. 

It has been said that it takes an extraordinary 
man to attract the attention even for an hour of 
a great city. The 100 leading men from Tulsa, 
Ok., who are making a tour of the country, 
found that neither individually nor collectively 
could they persuade New York to take notice 
of them. The Mayor ignored them. Other people 
viewed them for a minute with wonderment.

With ‘‘Fourteen Feet Through 
the Valley.” the barges could carry as 
much as 200,000 bushels.

Is it: the- fault of the people 
or the fault of the church? 


Has the church deserted the masses or 
have the masses deserted the church? 





HESE are questions of paramount interest 
T now in St. Louis, and church people espe- 
cially are earnestly discussing them be- 
cause of the migration of many of the churches 
from the thickly populated downtown district 
to the fashionable West End. 

The Post-Dispatch has gathered some inter- 
esting facts and some interesting interviews from 
prominent churchmen of St. Louis and presents 
them here as a contribution to the discussion 
of these questions. 

There is a wide territory in the city of St. 
Louis which has only one Protestant church for 
each 29,571 inhabitants. 

There is another broad territory which has one 
Protestant church for each 3513 inhabitants. 

The district which has only one church to each 
29,571 persons\is bounded by Rutger street on 
the south, Cass\avenue on the north and Jeffer- 
son avenue on the west. Thére are 200,000 per- 
sons in that district, and théy are nearly all 
poor.families. They are the ones who work hard 
and have little. ral ofthat district there 
are only seven Protestant churches. 

The other district has a population of 550,000, 
and 166 Protestant churches. or one for each 3313 
of the population. But in this district live the 
rich, the nearly rich and the well-to-do. 

A few years ago there were a great many more 
Protestant churches in the downtown district east 
of Jefferson avenue. At that time a great many 
of the rich lived in the section. But these moved 
to the West End and the churches followed them. 

Why is it that those in the downtown congest- 
ec districts, beset on every hand by the tempta- 
tions of a great city, are left almost churchless, 
while those in the residence neighborhoods of 
the rich and the well-to-do have a church for each 
$313 of the population? 


One Half Are Churchgoers. 


St. Louis has a population of 750,000. Of these 
387,483 are classed as Christians, 325,000 being 
Catholics and 62,483 Protestants. But it is esti- 
mated that of these 62,483 Protestants only one- 
half, or about 30,000, are churchgoers. Why is it 
that so few, even of the church people, go to 
church? 

A successful business man, who is also an 
active church man, declares that the masses do 
not wish to go to church. He says: 

“As a matter of fact we are all so busy in the 
city that we get time only for the moral exer- 
cises of the church. We have no time for the ex- 
ercise of the brotherly ‘“feet-washing”’ side of 
Christianity. Every tub must stand on its own 
bottom, in the church as well as in business, and 
so the poorer classes feel a lack of sympathy for 
them in the church. 

“In my own church there was a very wealthy 
woman whose conscience prodded her because 
she did not mix more than she did with the 
poorer members of the church. So, to ease her 
conscience, she went one Sunday morning and 
sat with a woman of very poor circumstances. 
The poor woman looked in amazement at the 
rich one and then said: 

“‘Mrs. So and So, as we never meet anywhere 
outside of the church, petaye we'd better be 


strangers here, too.’ 


Owned by Rich, Run for Rich. 


“TI think that expresses the feeling that ex- 
ists between the rich in the church and the 
masses. As it is the rich who. support. the 
church there is a feeling among the poor that 
the rich own the church and that it is run for 
the rich. This feeling has recently been empha- 
sized in St. Louls by the exodus of many of the 
Protestant congregations from the downtown 
district, and the building by them of massive 
end costly church buildings in the West End.” 

Nearly all the Protestant denominations have 
eold their downtown churches at great sacrifices, 
often to negroes and Italians, and have gone to 
the West End and built groups of churches 
whose magnificence cannot be excelled in any 
Western city. 

The Pilgrim Congregational sold its $150,000 
ehurch at Ewing and Washington avenues for 


4 _ $50,000 and built a new one on Union boulevard 
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terian, Seventeenth and Locust, which cost $175,- 
000 was sold to the Scottish Rite Masons for $40,- 
000, and a new church that cost $250,000 was built 
at Taylor avenue and Westminster place. The 
St. John’s Southern Methodist sold its church at 
Locust and Ewing avenue for $30,000 and built 
the magnificent church on King’s highway at a 
cost of $250,000. 
Churches That Have Moved. 

The Second Baptist, Beaumont and _ Locust 
streets, was abandoned and a new church that 
cost $300,000 was built on King’s highway. Other 
churches that have moved out from the down- 
town district are Temple Israel, First Presby- 
terian, Church of Messiah, St. Luke’s German 
Evangelical, Salem Methodist, First United Pres- 
byterian, Third Baptist and Union Christian. 

The Lucas Avenue Presbyterian Church is to 
be torn down and moved to King’s highway and 
rebuilt there. 

The pastors of these churches declare most em- 
phatically that they have not abandoned the 
downtown district. They say that the people in 
that district were too poor to support a church 
and as all the contributing families had moved 
to the West End the churches had to follow. 
They declare that they wili take care of the spir- 
itual needs of the downtown district by means of 
missions. They will send missionaries into this 
dark and benighted district just as missionaries 
are sent to darkest China and India. Anyway, 
they declare the people of the downtown districts 
do not go to church, and perhaps they can be in- 
duced to go to a mission. 

“A church needs a congregation of stable men, 
and an income. That cannot be formed in the 
downtown district,” said one pastor. “It takes 
much money to run a church. It don’t take much 
to run a mission. So a mission is the thing for 
the unstable, industrial classes of the downtown 
district.”’ 

Must Really Live Among Them. 

Dr. E. McGinniss, 2529 South Broadway, knows 
more about the “dark” districts and their actual 
needs than any other man in St. Louis. When 
he was married 10 years ago he and his wife went 
to live among the poor people, and for 10 years 


they have lived with them and been of them.. 


Their children have been born among the people 
that slum workers and missionaries from the big 
churches try to reach, and cannot. Dr. McGinnis 
knows these people, and he tells why the churches 
cannot reach them: 

“I don’t like the words caste and class, and so 
I won’t use them,” he said. “But to properly 
understand this subject you must realize first of 
all that the habits and tastes of the folks who live 
down in chis district are as much different from 
those of the folks of the West End as day is from 
night. And these folks dowr here know they are 
different. They know that the man who lives 
in the West End and comes in a ‘plug hat’ to 
preach to them is not of ‘hem and not in sym- 
pathy with them, no matter how strongly he 
may protest that he is in sympathy. Our folks 
often go to hear these men from the West End 
preach, but it all goes over their heads. 

“To get at these people one must live among 
them and be of them and have his heart in the 
work. A one-day-in-the-week church will not 
touch these folks. You've got to get into their 
homes and care for their babies and wait on them 
when they are sick and help them out when they 
need a helping hand. When they see you bring- 
ing into their homes a Christ-like humility and 
Sympathy and helpfulness, then they are ready 
to hear the Christ story from your lips and to 
let it sink into their hearts, because they know 
you mean it and they see its working In your own

\ WHY NOT TO CHURCH SERVICE? 


HE Rev. William J. Williamson is pastor of 
T _the Third Baptist Church, on Grand, near 
Washington avenue. It is one of the few 
churchés in this city which has grown largely in 
membership in the last seven years, and its audi- 
torium is always filled at all preathing services. 
It has one of the largest Sunday schools in this 
city. 
“Why don’t the people go to church?” was 
asked of the Rev. Mr. Williamson. 
“They do as much as they ever did,” he an- 


swered. “The masses never did go to church. 
The Third Baptist Church has no space at its 


ij Sunday services. 


“Onr church life in all the large American cities 
is not what it ought to be. The church in St. 
Louis has lost ground in the downtown districts. 
That is largely due to the retreat of the churches 
from the eastern half of St. Louis. This retreat 
of the churches is the saddest fact in the life 
of our organized Christianity. The movement of 
the churches to the West End is the defeat of 
the forces of the Kingdom of God and an ac- 
knowledgment of the fact that the church does 
not possess the wisdom and ability to cope with 
great tasks. 

“At present the armies of Christ have nearly 
all retreated from the firing line and have sought 
shelter under the ammunition wagons. 

“It is argued that the rich people of the West 
End must have churches, too. Of course they 
must. But must the churches in the downtown 
districts be sacrificed in order that magnificent 
temples of worship may be erected in the West 
End? Why, were not the great churches left 
downtown and missions built for the West End- 
ers instead of deserting the churches downtown 
and building cheap missions in their stead and 
building all the great churches in the West End? 
Why 4re the forces of God massed in the West 
End where the devil's forces are not so active? 

“It has been argued that the families of the 
West End could not send their children to Sun- 
day school in the downtown district. Jesus Christ 
was the best Heaven had and he did not fear 
physical or social contact with anyone. 

“There is absolutely no hope of winning men 


is no saving power in a check or a pocketbook. 

“It is not true that St. Louis east of Grand 
avenue is made up of inferior classes. In this 
district live the tens of thousands of young men 
and women who have come from the country and 
from Christian firesides to make their way in the 
Tens of thousands in this district 
live a quiet, beautiful Chirstian life. They will 
come to church, they do come to church. And 
they give as much in proportion of their means 
to Christ’s work as do the rich. 

“The church should be an ideal democracy 
where rich’ and poor, cultured and uncultured 
meet together as children of a common Father. 
Men should come in brotherly contact in the 
church without thought of social or business dis- 
tinctions. People whose social position will not 
stand contact with those of a different class have 
no social position worth keepiyg. Christ never 
feared to lose caste even when he came in contact 
with publicans and sinners, 

“If the mass of the people are to be reached for 
Christ the church must go where they are. It is 
utter folly to send gold-embossed invitations for 
people to come out-of the humble districts to at- 
tend church services in the aristocratic quarters 
of the city. Men go downtown to business, to 
theaters, to the club, yet they insist that they 
can’t go a long distance to worship God. A 
theater in the West End would die. 

“Doesn't it seem strange that Christians can 
be tremendously wrought up over the matter of 
sending missionaries to the Greeks, the Italians 
and Chinese thousands of miles away, and yet 
those same Christians have not enough spiritual 
impulse to take them three miles away to worship 
God with their fellow Americans in another part 
of the city? The churches which attempt the he- 
roic in the downtown district of St. Louis will be 
the ones upon which ultimately will depend all 
organized Christianity, including hospitals, home 
and foreign mission, for financial support. 

“The question to be settled is whether the 
church is a social club or one of God’s great busi- 
ness instiutions. If it is a club, then it may locate 
where best suits the convenience of its members. 
If it is to do the work of God, then the location 
of the church should*be determined by the busi- 
ness intended to be done.”

peals to them if it is presented to them in the 
right way and by the right persons. I have sat 
at the bedside of a sick drunkard and bully and 
told him the story of Christ and he understood it 
and was made a new man by it. But he would 
not have understood it from the lips of a man 
who lived in a West End mansion. When these 
folks believe in a Jesus at all they believe in a 
meek and lowly Jesus who came to seek and to 
save them that were lost. The Jesus of the 
$300,000 church is not for them, and that kind 
of a church cannot send out any kind of a mis- 
sionary that can reach them. 

“These people work hard, their homes are dark, 
dingy and unattractive. They haven’t books or 
music. They don’t want books. They go across 
the river by thousands every. Sunday to drink and 
to see chicken fights. They are tough and rough. 
But they are good hearted and they help each 
other. There is more real sympathy and broth- 
erly love amongst them than there is in the con- 
gregation of any church in St. Louis. 


Churches ‘‘Over Their Heads.’’ 

“The churches say the people of these dis- 
tricts would not come to them even when they 
were located here. That is true, but it was the 
fault of the churches and not of the people. The 
churches were above them and they did right to 
move out into the districts where money is the 
criterion of success in this life. A church that 
caters to men and women of that habit of thought 
should be amongst them and preach that kind of 
a religion and not remain among the meek and 
lowly and pretend to preach a meek and lowly 
gospel which’ they do not feel or practice. 

“What is the use of mincing words about it? 
A fashionable church must be among the fash- 
ionable people. There is no room for the meek 
and lowly in a fashionable church, they are not 
wished there and we all know it, and no one 
knows it better than the pastors of these fash- 
ionable churches. 

“To be successful among these people of what 
you choose to call the ‘dark’ district, the worker 
for Christ must live among them. I don’t mean 
that he must have a home out in the West End 
and live a part of the time among the poor he 
is working with. He must be of them and live 
they do. He must not be in 
the work for the salary there is in it, but for the 
love of the work, for the love of the souls he is 
trying to save and for love of the Christ for whom 
he is working. He must not represent a congre- 
gation that worships in a $300,000 church in the 
fashionable district and which sends a cheap mis- 
sion to the poor. He must have an attractive 
building and he must be in action all the time. 
Mere talking is poor work for Christ. A million 
words won't fill a bushel. He must do good and 











to Christ except through the touch of life. There 


life, 

“I know that the majority of the men ang 
women who come down into the poor districts 
from the big churches mean well and think they 
are doing good, but they do no good at all, not 
one bit. Their energies are all wasted. The 
mission is ineffectual unless it 1s headed by a 
man of the people to whom he preaches. 

_ “These people don’t go much on words and ser- 
mons. They don’t understand them. I've seen 
& congregation of these people sit and apparently 
listen to a sermon, but they did not understand 
‘@ Wword of it. You would be surprised at the 


number of grown persons born in America and 
living in this district who cannot read or write. 
And the number who cannot read i#telligently or 
think intelligently is simply appafing. That ex- 
plains .4e success of the 5-cent moving picture 
shows in these districts. They can understand 
that kind of a show, while they would not know 
the meaning of a show at the Century or the 
Olympic. The same prevalence of ignorance ex- 
plains the popularity of the cheap melodramas. 
These folks understand only the elementary pas- 
sions. 

“The simple story of Christ and his love ap- 


not only talk it. And above and beyond ail, his 
own home must be open at all times to the folks 
amongst whom he is working. There must be no 
dress parades, no class distinction. 

Hard Work and Sacrifices. 

“In other words, this working for Christ among 
the ones whom Christ came to save means con- 
tinual hard work and sacrifice, and unless a man 
or woman can make those sacrifices, he would 
better keep out of the work. 

“I'll tell you why the people of the downtown 
district would not go to the churches there. It 
was because each Sunday they saw the preach- 
er and his assistants come down from mansions 
ip the,West End.

Sentiment Delayed Removal. 

“In a high sense of devotion to the 
old site of Pilgrim Church, the congre- 
gation remained there many years aft- 
er nearly all its chief spirits had moved 
far to the western part ef the city. This 
permitted very many of the younger 
families of the church to affiliate with 
other churches in their neighborhoods. 
At last we were faced with the ques- 
tion: ‘Shall we allow Pilgrim Church 
to become an evangelistic downtown 
agency and give up its activities and 
the sustenance it gives to ether 
churches or shall it remove to a spot 
where its life will be renewed and it 
shall have a mightier power than ever 
to do a broader work?’ 

“This is its motive. It is ministering 
today more largely to the city than in 
many years before. It is gathering large 
accessions. It will receive sixty new 
members May 3, a total of 10 new mem- 
bers since last December. In moving 
from the dewntown district the hope of 
this church has been more than fulfilled. 

“We have our missions itn the down- 
town district and we hope soonto open a 
work {in the most destitute quarter, 
which shall be somewhat akin to a so- 
cial settlement. From our standpoint we 
have not abandoned the downtown dis- 
trict. We are not out here to fold our 
hands, but to gather power for greater 
service.”’ 

The new Union Avenue Christian 
Church, at Union boulevard and Von 
Versen avenue, in the center of the 
fashionable district of St. Louis, 
consolidation of two congregations. One 
was a downtown church, the Central, at 
Iinney and Grand. The other was the 
Cabanne, near the site of the new 
church. The new church cost in the 
neighborhood of $200,000, and is a mag- 
nificent structure.

Charles C. Nicholls, former president 
of the Sunday Schoel Union of St. 
Louis, said he did not know why the 
people would not go to church. 


Churches Had to Go. 

“That is the question we are all ask- 
ing,”’ he said. “It is true that only a 
small percentage of the whole popula- 
tion go te church. They don’t want the 
church, I suppose. I do not feel like 
criticising the churches for moving out 
to the residence districts. They had 
to go. The people downtown would not 
support them, and it takes money, and 
lots of it, to run a church in a city. 
The great problem is what to do for 
the folks that are left in the downtown 
district.’”’ 

The new Temple Israel on King’s 
highway has cost in the neighborhood 
of $300,000. Its old temple at Pine street 
and Leffingwell avenue was sold to ne- 
groes at far below its original cost. 
Rev. Leon Harrison, pastor of the Jew- 
ish synagogue, when asked about why 
it moved, said:

Special Correspondence From Paris 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
PARIS, April 14.—M Lemoine, the dia- 


mond maker, is free and says that he 
will now make gems enough to prove to 
the warld that he was wrongfully ac- 
cused by Sir Julius Werner, who 
caused his arrest on a charge of ex- 
ploiting a stock company by fraudulent 
statements. 

Sir Julius is an Englishman and was 
an investor in one of the companies 
which was formed to back M. Lemoine 
in his works. M. Lemoine and his 
friends contend that they did not know 
there was discontent until the charge 
@as lodged with the court and the dia- 
mondmaker was arrested. | 

The release of the diamond maker 
came about because it could not be 
shown in court that he had exploited a 
fraudulent means of selling stock. But 
while the company now has this quasi- 
indorsement of the court, it is still as 
much a mystery as ever, as the secret 
of making diamonds was not revealed. M. 
Lémoine declined to tell his method and 
when appealed to his backers were 
forced to admit that they did not know 
the secret, but testified that the alleged 
process had’ been written forthe use of 
their company and this written formula 
was in the keeping of Union of London 
and Smith’s Bank of London, from 
which it was to be secured when the 
conditions of the company were com- 
plied with. 

Bank Withholds Secret. 


The bank was ordered to produce the 
written formula, but being an English 
institution, it decidef to ignore the 
French courts. So the Court which 
was hearing the evidence went on with 
the hearing until all suggested means 
of discovering the secret were exhaust- 
ed and then the hearing came to an 
end and M. Lemoine was released. He

a strange article from Tolstoy en the 
problem of the next world. ‘The great 
Russian writes: 

“T am waiting for quite another hap- 
piness; already it approaches. 

“We2 live dreams with Almost the 
same intensity as we do reality. Pas- 
cal, I believe, says that if we could see 
eurselves in dreams and were always 
in that condition we would consider 
dreams the reality and reality the 
dreams. That is not altogether exact, 
for reality is more true than dreams. 

“All of our life frem birth to death 
is fraught with dreams. Is it not also 
a dream which we take for reality? Are 
we not certain of its reality simply be- 
because we do not know another life 
more real? 

‘Not only do I believe that, but I am 
convinced it is the sole reason of the 
certitude that earthly life is one of 
dreams and of another life more real 
and so en to infinity until we reach 
that last life which is the life of God. 

“Birth and our first ideas on earth 
may be considered the beginning of 
slumber and all terrestrial life makes 
our tetal slumber. Death is the awak- 
ening of the sleeper. In this present 
dream there is an appearance of love 
of eur neighbor, but in the life to which 
we are going, that love is not simply 
»ii aspiration but a reality. 

“T do not amuse myself by imagining 
this theory. I believe with all my soul 
what I say. I feel and I know with 
certainty that in dying, I shall be hap- 
ry, that then I shall enter-a world more 
real,’’

“It is gratifying to learn that Count 
Tolstoi so clearly recognizes the con- 
tinuity of life, of consciousness beyond 
death, and that he sees the joy and 
glory of release from the bondage of 
the flesh. The soul of a true man leav- 
ing the physical body leaps triumph- 
ant into the breader, freer conscious- 
ness, life and action of the higher 
state. 


Suicide Is Shifting Duty 
“There is no hell but the hell” ‘of ig- 


norance of the law of universal] evolu- 
tion and the discord of running counter 
to that law. The suicide is unfertunate 
to the last degree in hie ignorance, for 
he enters the highere state of conse@fous- 
ness only to learn his error itn trying 
to evade the just law which laid bur- 
dens of suffering on him in earth life 
in order that he might learn certain 
needed lessons. Awakening to the new 
form of consciousness he instantly sees 
his errors and for long is filled with 
remorse that he has played the truant 
and lost his golden school day. 

“The life beyond the grave is indeed 
more real than this—a iong step to- 
ward absolute union with God's con- 
sciousness, which is the only permanent 
and perfect reality. To choose death 
by suicide is a sad shirking of duty. 
To die in youth or middle age ia, tn- 
dead, to awaken the more glorious, full- 
er, more joyous life. To die in old age 
is, if anything, a great relief, since the 
worn old body has as a rule long since 
ceased to act for its wearer as a suita- 
ble medium of expression and vehicle 
of action. 

“Such a splendid being ag Tolstoi wil! 
speedily enter into a high state of con- 
sciousness after death, communing with 
many ef the mighty sages and philo- 
phers who have gene before, and he 
will, long hence, return to another earth 
life, in a new body, provided with full- 
er counsels richer wisdom and enlarged 
powers, to delight and teach and lead 
mankind more gloriously than he has 
in his life.

Mile Trip at Forty Milés 
an Hour. 


TO CARRY 350 POUNDS 





Official Trial to Be Made 
When Machine Is Deliy- 
ered to Government. 





NEW YORK, April %.—A. M. Herring 
will deliver to the United States Gov- 
ernment this summer an aeroplane that 
will carry 3509 founds, travel 125 miles 
without touchfng the ground, and make 
40 miles an héur. This was announced 
after the facts of a secret trial held 
last week had been made public. Mr. 
Herring is under contract to deliver the 
meroplane before Aug. 15 to Gen. James 
Allen, Chief Signal Officer of the Gov- 
ernment. The official test will be made 
at Fort Myer, Va. 

On Thursday last Mr. Herring took a 
model ef the machine to be furnished 
the army to a point close to Montclair, 
N. J., and in the presence of two wit- 
nesses sent it 20 miles without an acci- 
dent. The machine was one-fifth as 
large as the one to be tested by the 
Government and carried 70 pounds. 

Outdistances Farnum Machine. 

“He will do all he has contracted to 
do, and more,”’ it was said by a friend 
ef the inventor. “In fact, I am sure that 
Mr. Herring’s machine will be the great- 
est sensation we have had in the airship 
line. His trials have demonstrated all 


this. 

“Fatrnum’s record of six miles, made 
at Paris a week ago, nas been distanced 
by Mr. Herring, and he will do more 
before the Government ts ready to make 
its efficia) test. I am so sure of. the 
facts that I know I will not be putting 
Mr. Herring in a wrong tight by making 
the test public.’’ 

Details regarding the machine are 
being guarded with care by Mr. Herring 
and his workmen. \ In fact, only four 
persons had known of his success. 

Mr. Herring, still young, has been 
busy for 10 years making airships and 
aeroplanes. He has spent more than 

00,000 of his ewn money in demonstrat- 

g the different methods by which man 
is "aun to fiy some day. 

Notable Results Predicted. 

Mr. Herring is just as mysterious as 
are the details of the airship. He has 
a work shop on the fourth floor of the 
Milier Building, 1981 Broadway. Only 
one workman is employed there. Ma- 
chinery of every description crowds the 
room and it is here that the model was 
built, and where, ptece by plece, the 
Government's machine will be made. 

Mr Herring plans to put the parts 
together at Fort Myer. 

“Tl am not at liberty to 
detaiis of the machine, an r. er- 
ring will refuse to disclose them,” said 
one of the men who had witnessed the 
trial, “Enough that Mr. Herring 
has made good and that he will 
the United States in tne front ran of 
airship builders within the next few 
months.”

Senate Committee Indorses 
President Roosevelt’s 
Outline. 





ACTION NEXT SESSION 





Commission Will Be Empow- 
ered to Plan Work of Coun- 
trywide Scope. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—After two 
important changes had been made in it, 
President Roosevelt’s gigantic plan for 
improvement of inland waterways and 
conservation of national resources was 
today approved by the Senate committee 
which has been investigating it. 

The significance of the committee ac- 
tion is that it makes probable the pass- 
age of a law by the next Congress start- 
ing river and other international im- 
provements @n a systematic basis _ in- 
stead of the haphazard manner that has 
prevailed in the past. The improvement 
of the Mississippi River and the build- 
of the deep waterway from the 
lakes to gulf will probably 
work undertaken. 

The Committee voiced its approval by 
deciding to report favorably Senator 
Newland’s bill providing for the crea- 
tion of a permanent Waterways Com- 
mission with a permanent fund and pow- 
er to inaugurate and direct projects for 
river improvements, irrigation, drainage, 
forest preservation, soil improvement 
and similar purposes. The two vital 
changes are amendments proposed by 
the committee cutting down the size of 
the permanent fund which Senator New- 
lands fixed at-$50400,000 and reserving 
to Congress the power to approve or re- 
ject all improvement Just the 
amount ofthe decrease in the fund was 
not made known. 

Congress Jealous of Power. 

These two cnanges meet the main ob- 
jections to the Newlands bill which were 
that it took away from Congress its con- 
stitutional power to contre! all expen- 
ditures on international improvements. 

The Committee approving the bill will, 
it is said, report the measure favorably 
next Thursday the Senate Commit- 
tee on Commerce. There is no expecta- 
tion that the bill will be passed, as the 
session is so nearly over, but the com- 
mittee decision assures action next win-

The Commission shall, under the bill, 
make surveys for inland improvements 
in all parts of the country.

It shall plan 
to improve all navigable rivers in the 
country and connect them wherever 
feasible with canals. 

Co-Operate With Cities and States.

“Taxation is not agreeable in any 
form, and objection can be made to any 
conceivable system.

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The meeting was well attended and 
great interest was manifested. Mr. Jud- 
s0n was introdifced by Attorney H. H. 
Oberschelp, the secretary of the club, 
who had interested himself in the sub- 
ject of tax reform. Mr. Oberschelp, in 
his opening remarks, called attention to 
the pending constitutional amendment 
and to the duty of citizens to support it. 

Mr. Jufiscn said it was eminently 
proper for church organtiza‘ions to con- 
sider public questions in (heir moral re- 
lations; that the subject of taxation was 
pre-eminently one which should be con- 


sidered from a moral as well as an eco- 


nomic point of view; that any system 
of law was essentially immoral in Its 
tendencies when its commands could be 
evaded at will by any individual. This 
principle was specially applicable to tax- 
ation. He continued: 

“If a State levies a tax which a man 
need not pay unless he wants to pay, as 
when the payment of his tax depends 
his disclosure to the Assessor of 
he possesses, such a tax will be 
paid by the honest and scrupulous, and 
will not be paid by the dishonest and 
unscrupulous: :

“A discloses his ownership 
the tax. B does not disclose his, 
therefore does not pay it. Such a tax, 
therefore, involves the worst kind of 
discrimination. Such a tax is, of course, 
ineffective. When men find that their 
neighbors repudiate a tax they see no 
reason why they should pay. Thus, tax 
evasion becomes practically universal. 

“The ineffectiveness of such a tax, 
however, is net the greatest of its evils. 
Such tax evasion necessarily involves a 
depl6rable state of demoralization of the 
public conscience. 

“In a primitive state of society, when 
-men’s property consists of what the as- 
sessor can see and value, taxation is 
comparatively a simpie matter, as there 
can be ne concealment or evasion. The

“With this concentration of popula- 
tion We have a vast amount of property 
evidenced by paper certificates, bonds 
and the like, the individual ewnership

Our tax system 
fs framed on the theory that everything 
Cah be seen and valued by the assessor, 
so it is necessarily broken down under 
these complex conditions ef modern se- 
clety. The resulting tax evasion is ap- 
palling. 

“In St. Leufs, we have about $250,000, - 
000 deposited:in banks and trust compa- 
nies. Over $100,000,000 in value in mort- 
gages were recerded in the city last 
year. As the average life of a mort- 
gage is from three to five years, the 
actual amount eutstanding must very 
largely exceed this amount, and a very 


@ensiderable portion of this eutstand- 


ing amount is ewned in this city. 

“Of other forms of preperty, such as 
the securities ef foreign cerporations 
and municipal bends other than these 
of the United States, owned in St. Louis, 
we can form no definite estimate, It is 
safe, however, to say that the amounts 
invested in intangible persenal property, 
which is taxable under eur law at its 
full cash value, held in St. Louis, 
would equal several hundred mililons of 
deéliars.

Taxation on Bonds, 

‘The conditiona tin St. Loulfs are not 
exceptional tn this regard. We have 
practically a universal national repudia- 
tion of a tax levied upon property 


which the assessor can neither see nor 


' value. We pray to be delivered from 


ameunt of evasion incident to the pres- 
ent system, and the cruel injustice of 
making estates in probate pay a tax 
that others repudiate, the substitution 
of an effective for an ineffective tax 
system becomes a moral as well as a 
patriotic duty. 

“Such a recording tax would be paid 
both by foreign and domestic lenders 
of money so we would do away with 
the present discrimination against the 
latter, as we cannot now reach the for- 
mer. ™ 

“‘Although such a tax obviously would 
be an enormous gain to the State and 
would be a direct relief to our tax- 
payers, it is impossible for us to levy 
it for the reason that the State could 
not exempt mortgages from local taxa- 
tion, and without such exemption, such 
a tax would be an additional burden 
which would only drive capital out of 
the State, and would be a double, if not 
illegal, burden. 

“As is well known, estates in pro- 
bate are required to invest in what is 
known as high-class securities, which 
bear a comparatively low rate of inter- 
est, and thus they suffer a great deal 
more from the imposition of the tax 
which confiscates a large part of this 
income. I have in mind the estate of an 
orphan which was recently assessed 
with a tax which would absorb a. good 
part of the income set apart for his 
maintenance and education. 


Crippling an Estate. 


‘Tt was recently anneunced that the 
cemparatively small estate left by a late 
citizen, who was widely known from 
his connection with our public schools, 
invested in bonds ef the city of 
St. Louis. If the city tax is levied on 
these bonds, it will take more than 
half of the income. 

“If our city bonds were exempt from: 
taxation, and this pending constitutienal 
amendment would authorize their ex- 
emption by an amendment of the city 
charter, they would become the most 
popular form of investment of our 
people, and there would be ne necessity 
of appealing to foreign financters. 

“The pending constitutional amend- 
ment was recommended by the county 
assessors of the State because they rec- 
egnige that they have the saine system 
of tax evasion to contend with fn other 
parts of the State which we have in 
St. Louis. It becemes, therefore, a 
moral as well as a patriotic duty to re- 
meve this cause of national demeraliza- 
tion by substituting an effective for an 
ineffective system of taxation. We 
cannot make this change without 
amending our State Constitution so as 
to make ft possible for the State to 
levy a separate State tax with the 
exemptien of lecal taxation where it 
can make such tax effective.’’

Eight injured men have been taken to 
the military hospital at Golden Hill for 
treatment. 

The St. Paul left Southampton at 12:30 
o’clock. She was an hour behind her 
usual time of sailing, the delay being 
due to the belated arrival of the pas- 
senger train which was blocked by 
snow on the trip from London. 

The. weather was comparatively clear 
in Southampton waters, but immediate- 
ly after the St. Paul turned into The 
Sient, which runs parallel to the Isle 
6* Wight; she encwuntered a terrific 
snow biizzard. 

Capt. Passow and his chief officer, 
with the American line’s regular pilot, 
were on the bridge and a lookout man 
was posted in the bows. — 

Saw Cruiser Too Late. 
Suddeniy a ship appeared immediately 
in front of them. It was the Gladiator 
at anchor. Orders were given on the 
rstant for full speed astern in an 
endeavor to clear the cruiser, but it was 
too late. 

The St. Paul’s sharp stem rammed the 
anchored vessel amidships. The steam- 
er quivered and reeled, and the passen- 
gers rushed on deck in great alarm, the 
women panic-stricken. The officers and 
crew acted with the greatest coolness 
and allayed the terror with a fine show 
of discipline. 
Five boats were lowered within a Tew 
minutes to rescue the crew of the Glad- 
jator.

In obedience to orders, successive 
hatches marched to the gangways and 
entered the St. Paul's boats. 
On landing. Capt. Lumoden at once 
sent a message to Capt. Passow thank- 
ing him for his promptitude in lowering 
the boats and speaking in the most com- 
plimentary terms of the conduct of the 
American seamen. 
The Gladiator soon settled down. Only 
her upper works are now visible. The 
St. Paul returned to Southampton and 
her passengers were put ashore, seek- 
ing accommodations at the various ho- 
tels.

PARTNER CONSUMPTION 
PRINCIPALLY CAUSE DEATH 


There Were 191 Persons Who 
Died in St. Louis in the 
Past Week. 


The old partnership—pneumonia and 
tuberculosis—was conspicuous again in 
the mortality recorded last week. Of 
the total of 191 deaths, that pair caused 
33. Eighteen persons died of pneumonia. 

While forty people more were dying 
last week than in the previous seven 
days, Mr. Stork was suffering from 
spring fever. He ‘distributed but 260 
babies. That was 40 fewer than in the 
week before and enough to make the 
net loss of population, compared with 
the period between April 18 and 25, 80 
soul~ 

The contagious diseases were charged 
with more deaths last week—eight al- 
together—than for any like space in sev- 
eral months. Scarlet fever clainge-d two 
victims, diphtheria two, typhoid one, 
whooping cough one, croup one and 
meningitis two. 

Cupid was overrun with business last 
week. He consummated 160 courtships 
and thereby directed $240 into the city’s 
coffers. 

There were three suicides, one homi- 
cide and four accidental deaths last 
week. 


RAILROADS ARBITRARILY 
INCREASE SWITCH RATES 


State Board Notifies Them Law 
Will Be Enforced Against 
Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 2.—The 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners today sent notices to all] 
the railroads in Missouri that they must 
not charge increased switching rates 
without a twenty-day notice filed with 
the Commission and the posting of such 
notice for twenty days at the depots. 
where charges are to be made. 

The railroads recently were compelled 
by the Commission te abolish a rental 
charge, in addition -to the switching 
rates. Immediately after the order went 
into effect the railroads increased the 
switching charges and put them into ef- 
fect at once, contrary to the laws of the 
State. 

The Commission has notified the ralfl- 
roads that if they do not at once reduce 
the switching rates to their original 
charges until they have complied with 
the law, the Attorney-General will be re- 
quested to take action against them.

LOTTERY KING FAILED 10 
BREAK INTO JAIL, BUT 
ESCAPES FROM AN ASYLUM 


Louis A.- Gourdain, Who Wanted 
to Serve Prison Term Gets 


Away From Keepers. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Louis A. 
Gourdain, the erstwhile millionaire lot- 
tery king, who tried for a year to break 
into the Illinois State Penitentiary at 
Joliet and endeavored to get a justice of 
the United States Supreme Court to 
mandamus the Warden of that prison, to 
permit him to serve a four and one- 
half years’ sentence, has escaped from 
St. Elizabeth’s, the Federal Asylum for 
the Insane, here. 

Gourdain was committed to the Asy- 
lum on Sept. 12 last, and was taken 
there from the Federal prison at Atlan- 
ta, Ga., which he finally succeeded in 
breaking into on June 3, 1907. 

The fact that Gourdain had escaped 
from the Federal asylum in Washing- 
ton was kept secret, and probably would 
not have been divulged had not the New 
York World made inquiries there today 
through its Washington Bureau, as a 
result of letters received from Gourdain. 

These were directed to the editor of the 
World and dated Washington. They 
were written on the stationery of the 
Riggs House. Inquiry showed that 
Gourdain had not been a guest at the 
hotel. 

It is supposed he went into the writ- 
ing room and there wrote the letters to 
the World on the hotel’s paper. In these 
he declares he is about to leave the 








country. 
That Gourdain has left the country Is 


doubted. It is not believed he has 
much money hidden away, though he 
had considerable wealth at the time of 
his conviction. He always justified his 
lottery on the ground that it was not 
nearly as dishonest as the business of 
the New York Stock Exchange and its 
brokers.

In a deposition filed with her petition

“My first wife has been dead only a 
short while, and the folks at home 
would lynch me !f I were to marry now 
and they knew it.' A public marriage 
is not necessary. The words the preaci- 
er says and the fee he receives do not 
make us man and wife. We love each 
other. Don’t you love me well enough 
to be my wife now?” 

Strange Marriage in Chicago. 
Mrs. Watson-Cherry says that she 
answered this in the affirmative, and 
that Cherry said: ‘‘Well, then, you take 
mo as your husband now and all 
through life and I take you as my wife 
and we are husband and wife.” 

A kiss sealed this marriage compact, 
Mrs. Watson-Cherry says, and she sets 
forth tHat she and Cherry lived as hus- 
band and wife until May, 1907, when, she 
says, he supplied her with money to go 
to New Mexico. 

“When I returned I saw Mr. Cherry 
three times,”” Mrs. Watson-Cherry told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “and I begged 
him to set aside his marriage until I 
could get a divorce. That was all I 
wanted—just to protect my name. I 
thought it could be done quietly, but he 
kept putting me off and telling me it 
would be al! right.

Washington-Lafayette Group, 
to Adorn St. Louis, Is 
Planned For. 








WAS ‘“PULITZER’S GIFT 


Stands in Place des Etats-Unis 
as Memorial to Interna- 
tional Amity. 








At a meeting of the Franco-American 
Society of St. Louis, resolutions were 
passed for the immediate raising of a 
fund for the erection in St. Louis of a 
replica of the famous Bartholdi group, 
“Washington and Lafayette,’ the orig- 
inal of which stands in the Places des 
Etats-Unis, Paris, where is was erected 
as a gift to the city by Mr. Joseph Pu- 
litzer. The society opens the subscrip- 
tion fund with $1000. 

The following officers, who will give 
their time and support to the raising of 
the fund and carrying out the project 
were elected: Emile Karst, officier 
d’academie, president; Jean Francois Al- 
bert, first vice-president; Benjamin H. 
Charles, second vice-president; Selden P. 
Spencer, third vice-president; O. H. P. 
Grunden, treasurer; Ewald E. Vick, re- 
cording secretary; Francois Amedee Chi- 
card, corresponding secretary; Edgar 
Taylor Karst, director, William Bischoff, 
director, Ferd Laurent, director. 

Testimonial of Union. 

The society unanimously adopted the 
following resolutions: 

“Whereas, The Franco-American §8o- 
ciety of St. Louis has received from 
Mme. Bartholdi and the firm of Barbe- 
dienne of Paris the art bronze house, 
their consent and proposal to reproduce 
for this society the Washington and 
Lafayette group statue now erected in 
the Place des Etats-Unts in Paris and 
which beautiful monument the Franco- 
American Society intends to present to 
the city and citizens of St. Louis and 
State of Missouri, as a testimonial of 
the unjon that links together in con- 
tinued friendship the two great repub- 
lics, the United States and France, 

“Be it resolved, that the Franco-Amer- 
ican Society of St. Louis take the neces- 
sary measures to carry the project into 
effect at the earliest time possible, 

‘“‘And resolved further, that the Fran- 
co-American Society hereby subscribe 
the sum of $1000 toward the fund neces- 
sary for the purchase and erection of 
said statue.’’ 

Studied Washington. 

When Bartholdi the famous sculptor, 
was in the United States at the time 
of the unveiling of his statue, ‘‘Liberty 
Enlightening the World,’”’ which stands 
at the entrance to New York Harbor, 
he was given a commission by Joseph 
Pulitzer to create a statuary group of 
Gen. Washington and the Marquis de 
Lafayette as a gift to France. Bar- 
tholdi spent several months in the 
United States, studying all the existing 
presentments of Gen. Washington with 
the result that the likeness of Washing- 
ton is as perfect as it could be made. 
As a work of art, the group is of the 
highest excellence. It is one of the most 
admired groups of statuary in Paris, 
and has a commanding position in the 
city. | 

The founders in Paris who cast the 
original group has written Mr. Karst 
that they will charge only for the labor 
and bronze in the replica which is to 
come to St. Louis. This, with the ped- 
estal of Missouri red granite, the trans- 
portation charges, and the expense of 
the unveiling ceremony will be about 
$15,000. ; 

It is proposed to raise this sum by 
popular subscription, with the aid of 
the patriotic and civic societies of the 
city and State. 

Song Of Revolution to Aid, 

An active participant in the raising 
of the fund will be the Missouri Society 
of the Sons of the Revolution, of which 
Bishop Tuttle is president. 

It will take a year after the fund is 
assured to cast the group, as the molds 
will have to be enlarged from a small 
model, the municipality of Paris hav- 
ing refused permission to make a plas- 
ter cast of the original. 

In the original group the figures are 
9 feet high, and from the plinth to the 
top of the flagstaff is 11 feet. The ped- 
estal will be from 8 to 10 feet high, mak- 
ing the whole an imposing structure. 

It is suggested that the Americans 
subscribe the money to pay for the 
Lafayette part of the group and the 
French for the Washington figure, thus 
making it a reciprocal compliment. 

Mr. Emil Karst has been appointed 
custodian of the fund, and would be 
glad to hear suggestions as to the best 
location within the city for the statue.

With thet assurance, Harry S. 
derson, Supervisor of City Lighting, in 
drawing a bill contemplating a fran- 
chise for supplying natural gas to St. 
Louis, with the alternative of furnishing 
an artificial product in the event of an 
exhaustion of pools in Oklahoma, fixed 
45 cents as the maximum price which 
may be charged for either kind of il- 
luminant. 


Bill for the Council. 
This bill, which is now in the hands 


of Councilman Norvell, will be intro- 


duced in the City Council next Tuesday. 
In addition to the regulation of prices 
for elther natural or artificial gas pro- 
vided by the company which accepts the 
franchise, the measure requires that 
service along 100 miles of streets must 

52 be given within a year after the passage 

»? of the ordinance. 

_" Within ten years, according to another 
stipulation, the holder of the franchise 
must be ready to serve consumers in 
any part of the city. 

Other provisions, touching the amount 
of deposits that may be exacted, the 
payment of 5 per cent of the gross 
earnings to the city, and the publication 
of rates, are important safeguards in- 
cluded in the bills. 

A bond of $250,000 to guarantee ful- 
fillment of the terms of the contract 
and as a surety against sale or merger, 
will be demanded of the grantee. 

45 Cents Fair Price. 

Mr. Sanderson told a reporter for the 

Post-Dispatch that he regards 45 cents 


for artificial gas as a liberal return, 
provided the product is the result of 
modern methods of manufacture. En- 
gineers of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
MrJ Sandersan said, have informed him 
that plants bullt and equipped within 
the last 10 years are able to produce 
gas at an even lower rate than 45 cents. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co., these en- 
gineers, declaved, cannot reduce the cost 
much below 70 cents because of the 
waste and expense attributable to the 
archaic machinery and processes which 
the company is compelled to employ. 

To bring the price below 70 cents, 
they said, the company would be com- 
pelled to. abandon all its present plants 
and substitute an entirely new equip- 
ment. 

There is much speculation at the City 
Hall as to the acteptance of the new 
bill by the concern which was the first 
in the field with a proposition to sup- 
pluy natural gas. Attorney George V. 
Keynolds, representing a coterie of cap- 
italists who sought a franchise from the 
Municipal Assembly several weeks ago, 
has read the “model’’ bill, but declined

There is no other request for a fran: 
chise for supplying natural gas. If Mr. 
Reynolds’ principals withdraw there is 
not much hone of competition from any 
other source. At a public hearing on 
the bill which Mr. Reynolds introduced 
In the Council through Councilman Ew- 
ing, it was promised that the company 
would be willing to make further con- 
cessions in the matter of rates and give 
a heavier bond, but there was no as- 
surance that, if artificial was substi- 
tuted for natural gas, during the life 
of the franchise, it would be sold at less 
than 70 cents per 1000 cubic feet. 

Councilman Norvell then requested the 
Board of Public Improvements to draft 
a model ordinance for the disposal of 
the franchise, and to incorporate clauses 
fixing the rate to be charged for arti- 
ficial gas and preventing the transfer or 
sale of the franchise. 

Will Merge With Laclede Co. 

The bill which will come before the 
Council Tuesday would permit the natu- 
ral gas company to merge with the La- 
clede company, if a spécial ordinance 
were obtained to authorize the consolida- 
tion, but the rates and conditions would 
remain in effect under the new owner- 
ship. 
City officials are predicting that no 
seexer of a franchise will appear to 
supply natural gas under the terms of 
‘model’ bill. They say the pro- 
hibition against consolidation and the 
large bond required by the city will 
preclude any attempt to speculate on the 
franchise.

stall electric plants. In some instances 
the Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
learning that such plants were contem- 
plated, made such attractive rates that 
the projectors decided not to put in their 
own plants. 

A small electric plant can be installed 
for $500 or $600. H. A. Deweez, who runs 
a moving picture show at 2420 South 
Broadway, put in his own electric light 
plant at a cost of $500 eight months 
ago. He has already saved more than 
enough in his bills to pay for the plant. 

His electric light bills for service from 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. ran from $65 
to $80 a month for 1908 lights. He now 
operates 150 lights with his own plant 
for $16 a month. He can operate his 
power plant a month for what his cur- 
cent for a week formerly cost him. 

Church Suffers Raise. 

The B’nai El Congregation, at Flad 
and Spring avenues, was forced by the 
Union Electric Light & PPower Co., to 
cut out 100 lights in its Sunday School 
rooms. The congregation expected the 
discontinuance of such a large number 
of lights, there having been originally 
260 in the church, would result in a cor- 
responding reduction -in the bills for 
e:ectricity. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the 
number of lights used, the congregation 
finds that its bills, under a new con- 
tract, are larger than they were be- 
fore the 100 lights were discontinued. 

In March, 1997, B. Marcus, a dry goods 
dealer at 2127 Lynch street, paid $15.40 
for electric Nght. Mr. Marcus signed a 
new contract March 1, 1908, and his bill 
the first month was $28.08. He com- 
plained to the company that his bills 
were too high and then began using con- 
siderable gas. 

He got a letter from the company 
stating that his April bill would be low- 
er. This bill calls for $20. The service 
for April last year, when Mr. Marcus 
was using much more electricity than 
he is now, and no gas, was $24.40. 

Mr. Marcus says he paid on a flat 
rate $47.88 for current for operating four 
electric fans. He has been informed 
that the rate for fans this year will be 
$15 for the season, and that he will have 
to pay $60 for current to operate the 
same fans that last year cost him but 
$47.88. 

Ex-Gov. Lon V. Stephens, in a letter 
to the Post-Dispatch yesterday, told how 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. tried to make 
him pay a bill that had been incurred 
by a former occupant of the house Gov. 
Stephens bought, and how, a few months 
later the company shut off his gas when 
he-went away:and forgot to pay a Dill. 

When he returned he was compelled 
to pay a dollar to have.a man visit his 
home and turrt on the gas. The Union 
Electric Light’ and Power Co., he says, 
also threatened to “discontinue the serv- 
ice’’ several times when he was away 
from home. 

Gov. Stephens says the electric light 
and gas companies would not dare treat 
their customers as they have treated 
him if there was any competition in St. 
Louis. 

Company Changes Front. 

“T will have the ordinance author- 
izing the city to inspect electric light 
and power meters ready to introduce 
in the City Councll next week,” said 
Mr. Schaefer to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night. ‘I hope the Muni- 
cipal Assembly will pass it promptly. 
The people who are overcharged for 
service will then have a means of 
ready relief. 

“My friends were inclined to think 
T would get the worst of a fight with 
the Union Flectrie company. but I 
was determired not to stand for the 
unjust bills that were rendéred. 

Company Changes Front. 

“The attitude of the company to- 
ward me now tis very different from 
what it was a few weeks ago when I 
was trying to wet the meter properly 
inspected. I was then told to go to 
the. proper city authorities, where 
there was no authority to inspect the 
meters. 

“After the Post-Dispatch presented 
my case to the public the company 
seemed to be willing enough to test 
my meter, and although it was report- 
ed correct the last day of February, it 
was found to be BD per cent fast. I 
am very grateful to the Post-Dispatch 
for what it has done in my case, for 
without the publicity it would have 
been a hard matter for me to get my 
rights. 

“Mr. Powelson’s letter admits the 
company was overcharging me, but a 
few weeks ago, when I protested 
against the payment of these bills, I 
was informed I would have to pay

“The American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, comprising representatives 
of daily newspapers printed in every 
section of the country, and gathered in 
annual convention, protests against the 
subterfuge just designed by Speaker 
Cannon and Kepresentatives Payne and 
Dalzell, creating a Committee on Paper 
Inquiry, and thereby blocking the Stev- 
ens bill for free paper and free pulp.

LONDON, April 16.—The woman suffrage agitators 
have taken new dope of fina! triumph with the ap- 
pointment of Herbert Henry Asquith to be Prime 
Minister, 

Not that Mr. Asquith has himself been anything 
more than lukewarm in his espousal of the women's 
cautc; nor that they have any reason to feel that 
Mts. Asquith will exert her great influence for them. 
Their hope lies in the brilliant and scholarly young 
Mrs. Harold John Tennant, Mrs. Asquith‘’s si!siter- 
in-liw, who is devoted heart and soul to the cause 
of cqual suffrage and has fought many of its bat- 
<3 although so far she has refrained from any pub- 

demonstration that would be likely to land her 
in Jail. 

Tt is well understood, however, that this has been 
Only im deference to the wishes of her husband's 
family and because she has realized the possibility 
of what has just taken place, the coming ifn of an 
Asquith ministry. Mrs. Tennant was one of His 
Majesty's superintending inspectors of factories, a 
practical, brainy, enthusiastic working woman, when 
Harold John Tennant married her a few years ago. 
She was Margaret Edith Abraham, the daughter of 
Itish parents, who were well born but poor, and the 
girl was educated by one of the most scholarly En- 
eglish women of the generation, Lady Charles Dilke. 


Considered an Authority. 

Later she became Lady Dilke’s private secretary 
and dispensed the large sums Lady Di!lke_ spent 
every year to build up trades unions for girls, and 
aiso to force the House of Commons to pass laws 
for the safety and protection of working women. 
Lady Dilke often said that Margaret Abraham had 
ihe finest mind she has ever encountered in a wom- 
an and she took great pride in her protege. When 
she left Lady Dilke’s service, she was in her early 
Cwenties, but was considered the best authority tn 
England on questions concerning working women and 
was famous throughout Great Britain as a public 
SDenker. 

She became Factory Inspector, a position of great 
ré=;onsibility, and her advice was often sought by 
committees from the House of Commons. It was 
then tnat she met the youngest son of the enormous- 
» Bo. Sir Charles Tennant. He had just entered 

riiament and was a member of the Committee on 
Dangerous Trades, which was seeking to revise the 
laws of the lead industry. He had had an unhappy 

triage with a frivolous woman of fashion and he 
fpund in the quiet’ blue-stocking, Margaret Abraham. 
a true, sineére Woman of high ideals, who could 
oring him, happiness. 

They were married almost immediately, somewhat 

the ‘consternation of Mrs. Asquith, who had 
Planned as brillfant a marriage for her youngest 
brother as the eldest, Edward Tennant, had made in 
going to the "Wyndham family for his wife. Mrs. 
Asquith Knew almost nothing about the type of wom- 
an Margaret Abraham represents, and she thought 
her brother had made a terrible mesalliance. But in 
time the two women became devoted friends. Sir 
Charles Tennant was exceedingly proud of his daugh- 
learning and splendid character. 


Woman Influences Two. 

Mrs. Asquith is brilliant, charming, tactful, but 
She is worldly and somewhat shallow, and she has 
Zained tremendously in poise and depth of> feeling 
under Mrs. Tennant’s influence. 

Since their marriage, Mr. and Mrs. Teinant have 
fone on with their individual pursuits as enthusi- 
astically as before. But Tennant s best work tn Par. 
liament has been along the lines of his wife's work. 
He was private secretary to Mr. Asquith for three 
years after he left Trinity College (Cambridge) and 
he stands very to his brother-in-law. 

lie is Mrs. Asquith’s favorite among the numerous 
children of Sir Charles Tennant, and it looks as if 
the suffragists ought to gét a good deal with such 
powerful friends in the Premier's family. 

Mrs. Asquith’s ll-year-old daughter, Elizabeth, in 
herits her mother’s histrionic gifts and tastes. Only 
a few years ago at the close of the Melton Hunt 
ball, Mrs. Asquith entertained the roilicking company 
to a skirt-dancing exhibition, which was received with 
boisterous delight. Little Elizabeth is to appear with 
many aristocratic children in two fairy plays to be 
given for charity at Claridges, May 12. She has a 
speaking part and will also dance and sing. She Is 
gaid to be remarkably clever. 

Mr. Asquith’s three sons by his first wife are all 
extremely brilliant. Raymond, who married. the 
beautiful Miss Horner the oeher day, took almost ev- 
éry available distinction in an unusually wide field 
at Balliot College, Oxford. His two younger broth- 
ers are the cleverest pupils at Winchester School, 
easily carrying off the prizes from all competitors, 
Like their father, however, they lack the gift of win- 
fing popularity.

PARIS, April 14. Lapin a 
residence at 5 Rue Francois Premier, recently occu- 
pied, was the best house he could find for rent in 
Paris, after a long search, for such entertainments 
as is incumbent on a diplomat representing the rich- 
est country in the world. 

The American Embassy, at 18 Avenue Kleber, is 
merely an apartment for business purposes and by 
no means suited to giving entertainments Mr. 
White had to take a private residence of_dimensions 
and proportions to. make up for what the embassy 
lacks. 

The Ambassador rented the 
Ridgeway. who built it for his daug 
quise de Ganay, a view to comfort rather than 
architectural display. Mr. Ridgeway spent $12.00 on 
it to meet Mr. White's requirements, and before tak- 
lng possession Mr. White expended on it $12.00 more. 

The edifice ts what is called in Paris a modern 
hotel. It has three stories. counting the servants’ 
enpartments on the ground. or basement, floor. Front- 
ing on Rue Franco's Premier, it is so eonstructed tat 
it has an opening with a sarden on the Cours 
de la Reine, bordering on River Seire. south of 
Champs Elysees. Unforturately, the garden is not 
big enough for a garden party. In this anc in other 
respects the place contrasts unfavorably with the 
splendid British Embassy. 

All the reception rooms are on the ground floor. A 
long, spacious gallery seperates tie ti large re- 
ception rooms on the one side. where 2.) guests may 
circulate freely, from the dining room entrances and 
wardrobes on the other. 

This dining room ts comparatively small, only al- 
lowing about forty guests. It adjoins a smaller room, 
which the Ambassador uses as a sort of ante-cham- 
ber, but which could make one with the dining room. 
Upstairs are the bedrooms, one being kept always 
in perfect appointment in case some honored visitor 
should arrive unexpectedly. 

In a gallery upstairs are to be seen some of Mr. 
White's hunting trophies, including an tbex, a sort 
of game now only shot on the King of Italy's estate 
at Piedmont. This specimen was acquired by Mr. 
White while he was Ambassador in Rome, shortly be- 
fore he was transferred to Par's.

DALTON EASILY THE STAR 
OF C. B. C. FIELD MEET 





Wins Nine of Ten Events in Which He Is 


Entered and Makes Two New College 
Records. 





The remarkable work of John Dalton 
was easily the feature of C. B. C.’s 
twenty-sixth annual field day, held on 
the college campus Saturday afternoon. 

Dalton was entered in’every event ex- 
cept the long-distance runs and was 
scratch man in each, He won all but 
one, the hammer throw, in which he 
was handicapped out of a place, his best 
effort exceeding that of the winner, 
Scullin, by 15 feet. 

Dalton broke two college records and 
tied another. He leaped 67 inches in the 
high jump, eclipsing the former mark 
of 66% inches made by Frank Quisenber- 
ry in 1902. In the broad jump he made 
a mark of 22 feet 1% inches over: the 
old one of 21 feet 11% inches, negotiated 
by Stephen Doherty in 1904. 

In two different heats of the 100-yard 
dash, both the handicap and the spe- 
cial, he ran in 10 flat, equaling the var- 
sity record held by Ratican. 


Altogether,* Dalton won nine events 
and-in every one he made a creditable 
performance. Besides those in which he 
shattered the C. B. C. records, the ones 
in which he showed the best were the 
discus throw, in which he sent the mis- 
sile 101 feet 4 inches, and the 220, which 
he traveled in 23 4-5s. 

The event which won Dalton the most 
applause from the spectators was the 
high jump. When trying for the record 
he missed on his first two attempts, but 
went over on the third. 


“Bill” Horan ran a pretty race in the 
440. Starting from scratch, he closed up 
on the field and at the 30-yard mark 
had passed all but Noser, who had 
started from the 7-yard mark. A good 
burst of speed at the finish gave him the 
event by a small margin.

see the events. At the close of the 
meet, Father Justin presented the ath- 
letes with their medals.

NEW YORK, April 2.—The Even- 
ing Post in its financial review ‘says: 

“The bank statement disclosed some 
remarkable changes with $10,000,000 cash 
increase, which was three-fold larger 
than yesterday’s indicated gain. The 
actual figures showed almost as large 
a gain, while loans were reduceu $9,- 
046,000, according to the same basis of 
reckoning. The surplus stands now 
close to $59,000,000, which is much the 


largest figure reported in this week ) 


since 1894. 
“The sort of profit-taking that often 
follows a two-days’ advance depressed 


- gpecurity prices soon after the opening 


today. The stock market started with 
a further unbidding of the issues that 
led yesterday’s advance, but the de- 
monstration was short-lived, and did 
not get beyond a one-point rise in 
Union Pacific, Reading, St. Paul and 
Amalgamated copper. 

“Ags soon as the higher level was 
touched for these shares there was 
general selling, which soon unsettled 
the list and brought most of the lead- 
ing issues to yesterday’s figures. The 
market was less active than yesterday, 
and there was little apparent pressure 
to sell, most of the offerings represent- 
ing profit-taking by those who had fol- 
lowed the recent advance. 

“Later, prices recovered partially, the 
market becoming active on the advance, 
with heavy trading and a rather note- 
worthy rise in Pennsylvania shares. 
This movement imparted strength to 
most of the list, which in the last half 
hour of trading made up many of the 
early losses. The closing, however, was 
somewhat heavy. Sterling rules firm 
here, continuing unchanged at Paris, 
with indications of further gold with- 
drawals from this market next week. 

“The continued fall in money rates 
here as a result of the steady inflow of 
currency from the interior, and the 
pressure of funds that were formerly 
tied up in business ventures and stock 
market enterprises, shows that the ex- 
port of $30,000,000 or $40,000,000 gold to 
Europe would entail no hardship for the 
Wew York market. , 

‘The banks are still gaining cash from 
the Treasury, which has taken no mea- 
pures as yet to bring its working bal- 
g@nece above the $50,000,000 level. Indica- 
tions point, therefore, to a large gold 
movement unless the European inquiry 
for our bonds should broaden sufficient- 
ly to take in a great many issues that 
are as yet unmarketable on the other 
pide."’ 

It will take several sessions like 
that of Saturday to obliterate the 
gains made in Wall street Friday. 
Opening prices as a ‘rule were little 
removed from the closing quotations, 
but in the final hour of the short ses- 
sion a reactionary movement set in, 
which sent the general list a large 
fraction below the opening figures. 

The course of the market is difficult 
to understand. For several days there 
has been aggressive bull manipulation 
in a number of the most prominent 
stocks, whicn on Saturday were suc- 
cessfully attacked and sent consider- 
ably under their high prices of Fri- 
day. 

Nothing has happened since Friday to 
make the present position of the bulls 
less secure, or to encourage a bear at- 
tack on the market. Profit- taking can- 
mot entirely account for Saturday's de- 
pression, and the reasonable inference 
Beams to be that prices have been ad- 
vanced to a price that would make sell- 
ing a profitable venture, The tone of 
the market at the close indicated that 
the weakness that developed in the final 
hour may be carried over until Monday, 
and that the bear element may have 
another inning at that session.

To just what extent gold exports will 
continue cannot be stated, but the 
amount matters but little at the present 
time, considering the huge volume of 
idle funds in the banks. 

There were considerable additions 
to the week’s rise in prices of stocks 
in today’s market. The further ad- 
vance was somewhat uneven and the 
market was lacking in breadth. Deal- 
ings were largely congested in special 
stocks and these also showed the 
principal strength. 

Union Pacific was the prominent ex- 
ample and rose to a price higher 
than has been touched since early in 
August of last year.

Some of the Southern Railway 
stocks were slightly affected by the 
reports of heavy damage by storms 
in the South. 

Further extensive covering of short 
contracts by the outstanding bear in- 
terest was an important factor in the 
market, that interest taking fright 
at the continued rise in prices and the 
failure that overcame a prominent 
bear house yesterday. Profit taking 
was freely pursued by holders who 
had the benefit of the week’s consid- 
erable rise in prices and this conduced 
to the uneven, and at times, irregu- 
lar movement of prices. 

The success of the Pennsylvania 
bond sale continued to exercise a ben- 
eficial influence on the market. Re- 
ports of heavy oversubscriptions to 
the half from the loan allotted to 
London+ag well as to the New York 
portion, kept up the favorable im- 
pression made by the incident. 

An evidence of the especially at- 
tractive character of the new bond 
was the selling of other investment 
securities in London to provide re- 
sources for taking up subscriptions to 
it. The weekly reviews of the mer- 
cantile agencies recognized the im- 
provement in the commercial tone 
caused by the good crop prospects, 
the seasonable weather and the re- 
flected influence of the better finan- 
cial situation. Traders attached sent- 
imental significance to the persistent 
advance in the price of Standard*Oil 
in the outside market. U. S. Steel 
ruled a small fraction below the clos- 
ing price of yesterday throughout. The 
market closed under the influence of 
profit taking. The cash gain reported 
in the bank statement outran all ex- 
pectations, reaching over $10,000,000 in 
the averages and $9,000,000 in the ac- 
tual condition on Friday night. This 
is in spite of the week's outgo of $5,- 
500,000 in gold. Loans of the banks 
contracted, but the increase of trust 
company loans was greater than the 
decrease by the banks. This was the 
only reflection of arrangements for 
participation in the Pennsylvania bond 
subscriptions. The percentage of le- 
gal reserve to deposit liabilities of all 
the banks and trust companies now 
stands at 31.50. 

Bonds were firm. Total sales par 
value $2,128,000. U. S. bonds were un- 
changed on call for the week.

Speculation was not par- 
ticularly extensive and the price move- 
ment Was gradual, but it was uninter- 
ruptedly upward, and at the close prices 
showed gains of 1%c to 4K%e for the 
week, the extreme advance being in 
May option. 

Statistics Very Bullish. 

There was a good trade at the start 
and though traders were generally of 
the opinion that the good weather and 
crop prospects wil) have the more last- 
ing effect on the market, the radically 
bullish turn to the statistical news in 
its every branch caused extensive buy- 
ing. Although the cash demand was not 
Particularly strong, stocks at practically 
all of the domestic markets went down 
steadily, especially in the Northwest 
and in Chicago, the letter market re- 


porting large quantities of wheat loaded 
out of the elevators. The visible supply 
of the country showed a liberal decrease, 
which was contrasted with a steady pil-

Crop Prospects agate 
There were further good rains in the 
recent drouth area and there is now 
sufficient moisture in all parts of the 


‘winter belt. The weather there 
splendid and with advices from the 
spring wheat belt stating that climatic 
conditions and all factors attending the 
early operations for the new crop are 
the best, good-sized yields are at pesowss 
indicated, especially as the e 
both crops have been considerably in- 
creased. Reports from Winnipeg state 
that the wheat regions of Canada have 
also been enlarged fully 70 per cent and 
that most of the seeding has been done 
under favorable conditions, Offerings 
from the country were small, however, 
and comparatively little wheat moved 
into the winter wheat markets, which, 
with the bullish turn to all the figures 
finding their way into the market, 
eclipsed the good crop conditions. 


Northwestern Receipts Small. 
The movement in the Northwest was 
again extremely small, there being at 
times scarcely enough wheat received at 
Minneapolis to make a cash market, 


which, with the steady decline in sup- 
plies there, a decrease of 650,000 
bushels for the week being made, caused 
strength in the futures of the North- 
western markets. In spite of this, how- 
ever, cash wheat in the markets of that 
region was in very slow demand, with 
premiums over the options steadily 
nurrowing. 

Foreign countries continue to report 
generally favorable condition, taough 
unseasonable weather is complained of 
in Russia and parts of Europe. Re- 
quirements of European countries hav- 
ing been in excess of the world’s ex- 
ports, some foreign demand turned u 
toward the middlle of the week, both 
Chicago and Duluth reporting good sales 
to the East. Argentine has apparently 
exhausted her large exportable surplus 
of wheat and settled down to a more 
normal run, and the further large de- 
crease in the shipments from that coun- 
try also encouraged the general buying 
iu the wheat pits of the United States. 

Ruled Firm at Close 
There was practically no floating sup- 


ply of wheat in the pit, and scattered 
covering sufficed to cause marked up- 
turns. The advance at times seemed 
mainly manipulative, the market having 


@ strained appearance, with the short 
interest growing smaller and smaller, 
but there was no break in the steady 
advance until Friday, when the further 
good rains in the Northwest caused 
some liquidating sales.

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FIRE ESCAPES ON 
TALL BUILDINGS 


Manager Cook of the Chemical 
Fined $50 in Smith’s 
Test Case. 








The first skirmish in Building Com- 
missioner Smith’s crusade against large 
‘factories and office ‘buildings which 
are not equipped with fire escapes was 
won yesterday whén Judge Taylor of 
the Court of Criminal Correction fined 
Isaac T. Cook, manager of the Chem- 
ical Building, $50 and costs. 

The case against Mr. Cook was begun 
by agreement and is to be a test of the 
law, which Building Commissioner Smith 
contends, requires fire escapes on all 
buildings of greater height than three 
stories. 

It was the contention of Mr. Cook’s 
attorney, T. J. Rowe, that fireproof 
buildings are exempted. He has taken 
an appeal to the St. Louls Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Judge Taylor’s decision affects & other 
buildings against whose managers 
Building Commissioner Smith has: here- 
tofore sought warrants. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Falk- 
enhainer yesterday issued warrants 
against these persons, who are charged 
with failure to equip their buildings 
with fire escapes: 

Mary. C. Schneider, owner of a four- 
story boarding house at 1106 South 
Fourth street; Joseph Dormitzer, four- 
story building, southwest corner of 
Thirteenth and Papin streets, and Wil- 
liam Witchell, four-story building, 
northeast corner of Fourteenth street 
and Cass avenue. 

A former proceeding against the 
Chemical Building was decided against 
the city by the Court of Appeals/' The 
decision, however, did not touch the 
merits of the case.

The bacillus subtilis, however, is 
not the producer of any disease, so that 
his survival will not be a serious mat- 
ter. 


B. Subtilis a Hayséed. 
The worst offense of which’ the bac- 


teriologists have yet convicted -B. Sub- 
tilis is the abetment of hay fever. He 
ives in hay—a sort of hayseed among 
germs—and is extremely irritating to 
the mucous membranes. Otherwise he 
is not a bad fellow and has ‘nobody’s 
blood on his hands. 

The combination of the permanganate 
of potash and a fairly strong solution 
of formaldehyde generates a strong gas 
--formaline. This is so pungent and pen- 
etrating.that nothing in the way of: an 
organism can escape its dealiness,’ In 24 
minutes, by actual test, the bacilli of tu. 
berculosis,. typhoid, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and ‘other like noxious microbes 
were destroyed. 


Hiere’s the way it is done: Put: ten 
cents worth of permanganate of ‘Potash 
juto an ordinary iron hucket; set on a 
brick or two. If the weather is cold, 
leat the formaldyhyde to the tempefa- 
ture of the blood, before pouring it into 
the permanganate. When the liqtid is 
added, stir the mixture by a twist of 
the bucket, and leave the room, after 
first closing. the doors and windows. 

Creates 150 Degrees of Heat, 

At once the chemical union. begins. 
One hundred and firty .degress of heat 
are produced and a heavy. steamy va- 
por arises. The air becomes saturated 
and unless a germ has prepared a cy- 
cione cellar he will not longer be a 
bacillus. 


This process can be repeated in each 
room. Not more than an hour will be 
required to rid the premises of the most 
malignant bacilli.

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AME LIGHTNING 
USED 10 DESTROY 
CANCER GERMS 


Electric aoe Valuable Aid 
to Knife in Treatment of 
Dréad Disease.

BERLIN, April 2.—‘‘The Treatment 
of Cancer With Lightning’ was the ti- 
tle of a paper read at the annual meet- 
ing of the German Surgeons’ Society 
by Prof. Czerny of Heidelberg, a leader 
in the universal movement to stamp out 
cancer. 

Czerny told his confreres that in the 
treatment by lightning, sparks, pro- 
duced by a current of very high tension 
generated by powerful electric machines, 
are concentrated’ on ‘the cancer, The 
application is made~with a metal pole 
at a distance of from three-quarters of 
an inch to two inches and a _ quarter, 
according to circumstances. 

The -particular point to which the 
“flash’’ is ‘applied is changed often and 
immediately after the spark touches 
the cancer that spot is cooled by a cur- 
rent of carbonic acid gas or = chilled 
air. 

Prof.. Czerny said that the heat and 
light combined in the flash causes chem- 
ical decompositfon of the cancer. The 
treatment does not replace the ordinary 
surgical treatment, but after the knife 
‘lightning’’ oftenest prevents a recur- 
rence of the cancer. On the other hand, 
where the knife cannot .be used the 
lightning treatment. has a favorable ef- 
fect in lessening the pain the. patient 
endures. But this treatment is itself 
painful and in nearly -every. case must 
be administered with the patient under 


an anesthetic.

More Boys Than Girls. 

In all countries the proportion is 
found to be almost identical, namely 
106 girls to 100 boys. The only exception 
is found after a great war. This is be- 
cause ‘the best and strongest men are 
sent to the front while the weakest re- 
n:ain behind. The physiologist declares 
‘hat nature’s purpose is to replace the 
weuker individual wetn another of the 
same sex before he or she disappears. 

Among barbarous nations, continually 
ut war, there is always a preponderance 
cf boys over girls. When an old man 
marries a young wife it is proved that 
more boys than girls are born, the 
opposite *being the case when the wife 
is much older than. the husband. 

Statistics to Prove Theory. 

To every one thousand girls born, Dr. 
Fomme says, there are 85 boys when 
the father is younger than the mother; 
“8 boys when both parents are of the 
eime age; 1037 boys when the father is 
from one to six years older than the 
mother, 1267 boys where the father is 
from 6 to 11 years .older than the 
mother, and 1632 boys when the father 
is more than sixteen yegrs older than 
the mother. 

Dr.- Romme asserts’ that there are 
practically no. instances where the 
strength of both parents is equal. Wor- 
ty, illness, any slight trouble, is suf- 
ficient to turn the scale.

civilized world are being practiced today 

in New Mexico by the Peniteutes, a pagan- 
ized order which crucifies men on Good Friday. 
They held forth 10 days ago. The Penitentes are 
confined to New Mexico, but have many chap- 
ters. Each chapter crucifies at least one man on 
Good Friday. 

Very often the victim of the crucifixion dies. 
If so, his glory, they consider, is all the greater. 
The other members of the order, who participate 
in the bloody ceremonials, lash themselves with 
knotted whips, cut the flesh with knives and 
glass and press crowns of thorny cactus into 
sheir brows. 

The doings of these fanatics are unparalleled 
save in the hideous rites of African savages. The 
Catholic Church and the civil authorities have 
striven energetically to suppress the cruelties of 
the Penitentes, but the order, which is a secret 
society, is so strong and so tenacious in its de- 
votion to the crucifixions and other gory rites, 
that but little has been accomplished even to- 
wards softening the annual Passion Week prac- 
tices. 

The Penitentes even excel the fanatical flagel- 
lants of the Dark Ages. In fact, nothing like 
the New Mexican ceremonials ever has been car- 
ried on anywhere else or at any time in the his- 
tory of the Christian religion. Nevertheless, the 
order is no dying remnant of a decadent sect. It 
is flourishing and powerful today. A recent his- 
tory of New Mexico published in 1907, contained 
the statement that “fully one-half and probably 
two-thirds of the Mexican population of New 
Mexico are Penitentes.” 

The great day of all the calendar with those 
people is Good Friday. That is the day on which 
the cross, with its groaning, pain-wracked vic- 
tim, is lifted up in some remote mountain fast- 
ness, while the devotees stand around and con- 
template the sight with wide, awe-filled eyes. 
The ceremonials begin two days before, however, 
culminating or rather reaching their climax in 
the crucifixion. 

The person to be crucified is selected by lot 
from among the members. The man upon whom 
choice falls is the envy of all his comrades. All 
the sanguinary rites of the Penitentes are’ to 
obtain forgiveness for sins. 

The chapter houses of the order are called Mo- 
radas. Near these the crucifixion takes place. 
They are built of adobe or logs and stand in re- 
mote, out-of-the-way locations, not likely to be 
visited by strangers. They are low edifices, and 
resting against their walls or standing upright 
in the ground nearby one always sees crosses, 
‘made of rude timbers. Within the Moradas are 
kept the whips with which the fanatics lash them- 
selves during Passion Week. 

The crucifixion is preceded by a prdjession in 
which volunteers or persons nominated by the 
Hermano Mayor, as the chief of the chapter is 
called, carry crosses and wear crowns of cactus 
thorns, while picadores follow with knouts to 
lash them, and wailing fanatics bring up the rear, 
beating themselves over the backs with whips and 
inflicting wounds in their flesh with knives and 
pieces of sharp flint. A few photographs have 
been obtained of these scenes, but photography is 
always attended by peril. The photographer who 
took one of the pictures on this page narrowly 
escaped murder at the hands of the fanatics when 
they learned he had snapped their procession. 

After the procession follows the drawing of lots 
to select the candidate for crucifixion from among 
the bruised and bleeding fanatics of the proces- 
sion. The issue of the drawing is awaited with 
interest, each Penitente hoping that he will be the 
fortunate one. The cross is about twenty feet 
high and thearms are eight feet from the end of 
one to the end of the other. The cross lies on 
the ground before the crucifixion. 

Formerly it was the custom for the person 
about to be crucified to request that he be nailed 
to the cross as the Master was. That request al- 
ways was acceded to, with the result that the 
victim rarely if ever survived. Now a concession 
has been made to the laws and to the pleadings 
of the priests. The crucified one no longer is 
nailed to the cross. He is tied. 

However, the tying is hardly less brutal and 
painful than the nailing was of old. The thongs 
with which the victim is bound are drawn so tight 
that they cut into the flesh and angry welts rise 
immediately on cither side of the cord which binds 
a leg or an arm. When the victim is securelv 
bound in that cruel fashion the cross is lifted 
slowly and allowed to drop, with a sickening jar 
that brings a scream of anguish from the crucified 
one, into a hole four feet deep. The hole is filled 
with earth and the fanatics range themselves 
about the cross in silence, contemplating the

feebler, until finally, the victim sinks 
swoon. He is then said to be “dead to sin.” 
The earth is dug away from the foot of the 
cross and it is lowered. The victim, still un- 
conscious, is unbound and borne away to the 
Morada to be resuscitated. Usually it is several 


hours before he regains consciousness and maby ' 


days before he regains normal health. Sometimes 
he never wakes. But if that happens the world 
at large knows nothing of it. The brothers pray 
for the one who has “fallen asleep” and at mid- 
night the body is buried. 

The dead man’s clothes are returned to his fam- 
ily on Easter Sunday. No explanation is made and 
none is asked. The relatives understand what 
the fate of the crucified one has been and are 
content. Not until the next EKaster are they per- 
mitted even to know where the dead is buried. 

Nobody not of the cult knows just how many 
chapters of Penitentes there are in New Mexico, 
and of course none can say how many of these 
weird crucifixions take place on each Good Fri- 
day. It is known, however, that the chapters, 
and consequently the crucifixions, are quite 
numerous. 

While the crucifixions are the most dramatic of 
the rites of the Penitentes, they are scarcely less 
revolting than the other ceremonials which ac- 
company and precede the lifting of the cross 
with its pitiful victim. The ceremonies open on 
Wednesday of Passion Week. The rites are pre- 
ceded by a fast of one or more days’ duration, fol- 
lowing which the Penitentes assemble at the Mo- 
rada. The picadors open the proceedings by 
cutting the bare backs of the brethren with pa- 
dernals (sharp fragments of flint or broken glass). 
Flagellation follows this butchery. Each man 
stands to receive 130 strokes with a knotted whip, 
the blows delivered with all the force of a stout, 
muscular arm. 

He receives the “three meditations of the pas- 
sion of our Lord,” the “five wounds of Christ,” 
the “seven last werds,” the “Ten Commandments,” 
the “forty days in the wilderness,” each one in the 
name and for the “love of God.” The various 
ceremonials above indicated call for twice the 
number of blows indicated by the names, thus, 
the “seven last words” call for 14 strokes, half 
on each side af the back. 

Once in a while a member of the order who 
has divulged the secrets of the Penitentes or who 
has borne false witness against another is done 
to death “by the way of the cross.” He is cut 
with the padernals. bound with cactus thorns 
and whipped and dragged with the cross strapped 
upon his shoulder until he finally dies. This is 
accompanied by vociferous praying. 

The manuscripts containing the secret records 
of each chapter are in the keeping of the Hermano 
Mayor. The instances of a member proving recre- 
ant to his oaths have been rare indeed, and th« 
Penitentes have been remarkably successful in 
withholding their esoteric rituals and records 
from the ears and eyes of the unbelieving. 

The order wields a singular power among the 
Mexicans of New Mexico. In many counties it is 
impossible to convict a member who is charged 
with a crime because it is impossible to obtain a 
jury which does not contain at least one fellow 
religionist, who will stand out for acquittal no 
matter how overwhelming the evidence of guilt 
may be. In Taos and Rio Ariba counties it is 
practically useless to seek office unless a member 
of the order, because a majority of the. popula- 
tion is made up of Mexicans, and most of them 
are Penitentes. The Sheriff of Tads County is

The most excessive pressure which 
any modern gun, or rather which 
any metal will stand under explos- 
ives, is 20 tons to the square inch. 
And in actual practice this tremen- 
dous pressure ig not used. The ordi- 
uvry big gun of the world’s navies 
f:res a charge the\ pressure from 
which is about sixteen tons to the 
sovare inch, thus giving a margin 
of safety of four tons. 

But the Simpson destroyer does not 
use any explosive. The foree which 
is claimed to drive its projectiles so 
far into space is electricity, accord- 
i.g to everyone who speaks of the 
device, That is the same force which 
propels the street car and which 
wreaks havoc in a tornado. It is the 
g:eatest, the most mysterious and the 
mest titanic force known to human- 
itv. What its possibilities aré can 
cnly be gueesed at.

Ordnance experts in St. Louis have

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She Stariling Theory of Dr. J. A. Wesener of Chicago to Explain the Recent 
Dave of Marital Disturbances in the Smart Set 


amazing series of divorces among 

the smart sets of the United 
United States? Can the wrecks of a 
score of romances be attributed to 
some mysterious influence which the 
high-strung thoroughbred holds over 
the minds and organisms of his devo- 
tees? 

Dr. John A. Wesener, who was for 

12 years Professor of Chemistry in 
the Medical Department of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and is now asso- 
ciated with the Columbus Labora- 
tories of Chicago, declares that the 
horse is directly to blame for many 
of the fashionable divorces. Here is 
his theory: 
_ “The peculiar attraction between 
the equine and the human which ap- 
nears to be potent in the case of fash- 
ionable women is the direct result 
vf physiological action of live cells in 
the horse upon corresponding morbid 
cells in the human. It is an attrac- 
tion which draws them irresisitibly 
awav from the objects of their normal 
affections and immerses them in wild 
craving love for that which is perfeci 
in.an animal sense. It is a remarka- 
ble germ action to which may be at- 
tributed the increasing number of 
domestic differences among horse 
fanciers.”’ 

While Dr. Wesener has discovered 
the outward manifestations, he has 
so far been unable to locate the germ, 
but through numerous experiments he 
hopes soon to corral the microbe and 
make a full report of its nature. 

He explains the unique action of 
the germ thus: 

“The average young society woman 
of today is born in luxury and lacks 
the physiological development that 
comes of a real conquest—the tri- 
umph over obstacles. This physio- 
logical deficiency co-operates with the 
inter-cellular action to which I have 
referred, when the period of physical 
decay comes. 

“Constant excesses, lack of sleep, 
eating only the daintiest and most 
uinutritious of foods, produce a mor- 
bid cellular condition which is evi- 
denced in two ways. Either the pa- 
tient becomes stupid and loggy or 
else she gets into a highly neurotic 
state, becoming irritable and quer- 
ulous—ready to ‘fly off the handle’ 
upon the slightest provocation. Gen- 
erally speaking, I should say that the 
average society woman reached this 
peirod somewhere between the ages of 
306 and 40 and more frequently nearer 
30 than 40.” 

He declares that a male is affected 
likewise only not in so great a de- 
wzree, because of his healthier physical 
powers, but that in cases where a 
mnan’s passion for horses is over- 
whelming the neurotic influence is 
jusf as plainly evident. 

But Dr. Wesener’s cure is almost as 
wonderful as his discovery. “If men 
and women in high life, who feel the 
symptoms of approaching divorce, 
were to get away from their horses 
and go on a diet of cottage cheese. 
rye bread and coarse foods I am con- 
vinced that many of these scandals 
would never have been aired.”’

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But there is even a more mysteri- 
ous trust than this. That is the 
P.umbers’ Supply Trust. It is not 
to be found amongst the list of 
trusts, very few people know where 
its headquarters is, its officers work 
in the dark and the whole thing is 
of the will-o’-the-wisp character. 

You would not think that people 
would be afraid of such an evanescent 
concern as this. Over in Kentucky 
100,000 men are up in arms against 
the Tobacco Trust, which denies that 
it is a trust and calls itself the Amer- 
lesn Tobacco Co. But these men are 
fixhting a real concern with $500,000,- 
000 capital. Here in St. Louis people 
bie fighting the Plumbers’ Supply 
Trust who do not even know the 
name of the thing or where it is to 
be found. This very element of mys- 
terjousness seems to make it all the 
more terrible. 

The Plumbers’ Supply Trust not 
only utilizes the police to strike ter- 
.vr into the hearts of its victims. 
but the latter are so afraid of the 
unseen power that they conduct their 
correspondence by unsigned letters. 
scrutinize closely every man who 
comes into the store and refuse, when 
threatened with the rack and thumb- 
screw at Police Headquarters, to di- 
vulge any information. This is 
something altogether new in the his- 
tory of trusts. 

Hitherto it has been supposed that 
ene could at least fight a trust with 
safety. In fact, several fortunes 


being made by veoplr who are fight 
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But the Plumbers’ Supply Trus: is 
aetermined not to have any opposi- 
tion of that kind. 

Some business houses actually ad- 
vertise that they are anti-trust. find- 
ing that very attractive with the 
yeople. Others frankly state that 
they can make more money fightinz 
trusts than by selling oug to the 
trusts. 

But the man who attempts to fight 
the Plumbers’ Supply Trust goes up 
against an organization that is ap- 
parently determined to terrorize. 
“Rule or ruin” seems to be thé policy 
of this commercial outlaw. 

Its victims, who are altogether con- 
fined to the plumbing trade, live in 
fear and trembling. Men whom it has 
selected for slaughter go about their 
d.ily occupations as the marked men 
used to do in Breathitt County, Ken- 
tucky, before. Hargis was killed— 
shrinking from every shadow, stay- 
ing close at home after nightfall. 
cpening their doors a quarter of an 
inch when any knock comes, meeting 
each other with signs and passwords, 
leoking at their books only in private 
and opening their letters in the most 
secretive manner. 

That the Plumbers’ Supply Trust is 
vaing the police to uphold its iniqui- 
ious «monopoly was developed the 
i day when two detectives, acting 
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under orders of their chief, visited 
the plumbing supply house of Stern 
& Goldberg, an independent concern 
at Seventeenth and Chestnut streets, 
St. Louis, demanding to know where 
theg firm purchased certain kitchen 
boilers it had in stock. This infor- 
mation was desired by the trust and 
the detectives were under instructions 
tc geteit. 

“We've either got to have the in- 
formation or you've got to go with 
us and tell the Chief,’”’ the detectives 
senid to the bookkeeper, a younger 
brother of Mr. Goldberg, who was in 
charge of the office. He refused to di- 
vulge the information, the goods hav- 
ing been purchased from a trust sup- 
ply house, a fact which would have 
laid that house under the displeasure 
of the trust if the matter had become 
Inown. Accordingly, the detectives 
demanded that he go with them to 
Headquarters. He stood on his rights, 
recused to go, and the detectives left, 
beffled. 

A few minutes after the departure 
of the officers, Mr. Stern, one of the 
partners, returned. The bookkeeper 
related what had happened, and Mr. 
Stern, outraged by the conduct of the 
detectives, hurried to Police Head- 
quarters to protest against such wan- 
ton invasions of his rights as a citi- 
zen, business man and taxpayer. 
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'™ the office of Chief of Detectives 
Sinith Mr. Stern showed he knew the 
law, and Chief Smith, seeing that he 
koew what his rights were, dropped 
the case without further efforts to ob- 
tain the information desired by the 
trust. 

And what is this Plumbers’ Supply 
Trust which summons the Po‘ice De- 
partment to further its illegal prac- 
tices? It is an outlawed combinaiicn 
of manufacturers, jobbers and con- 
tracting plumbers, organized for the 
purpose of holding up prices and 
Leeping the plumbing business in the 
hands of the select few. There is 
rew and has been for years an in- 
junction of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court restraining this combine from 
further continuing its unlawful op- 
erations. That solemn injunction is 
flouted and laughed at every day 
vy the mighty trust. 

But in the manufacturer’s branch 
of the Plumbers’ Trust the members 
aie pledged to sell to none save sup- 
piv men and jobbers in that branch 
of the trust. The supply men and 
jobbers, on the other hand. are 
obligated to sell to none save mem- 
bers of the Master Plumbers’ Associ- 
ption, the contracting plumbe:s’ 
bianch of the trust. Thus, with the 
supply markets under its thumb, the 
contracting plumbers’ branch of the 
trust is enabled to fix prices as it 
pleases, and in that manner the heavy 
hand of this combination is laid upon 
every householder in St. Louis and 
every place else in the United States 
where modern plumbing is in use. 

It is impossible in St. Louis for a 
person not a plumber to go into one 
of the trust supply houses in this city 
and purchase even a 50-cent water 
faucet. The would-be customer wil] 
be asked if he is a plumber. When he 
replies in the negative he will be 
told that the sale cannot be made. If 
he inquires why, the answer will be 
trat the house sells “only to plumb- 
ers.” The advantage of this to the 
trust can be seen by a glance at the 
law governing the plumbing business. 

St.. Louis city ordinances forvid 
anvone but a “registered plumber” to 
“tap” a sewer or water main. A regis- 
{ered plumber is a person who has 
acceptably undergone the examina- 
tinn and obtained a license to work 
as a plumber, after which he has had 
his name placed on the roll of master 
plumbers at the City Hall and given 
the bond required by law. The bond 
ie to hold him to an o\servance of 
the law relative to plumbing inspec- 
tions by the City Plumbing Inspector. 
Fivery time a sewer or water main is 
“tapped” there must be an officia! 
in=pection. 

In building a new house or busi- 
ness structure the pipes from the 
sewers and mains are all installed 
and the ends p!ugged or capped, and 
then the Plumbing Inspector is noti- 
fied. None of the interior apparatus, 
enh as wash basins, faucets and the 

lie, are installed until after the in- 
epection. The city officials are only 
required to see that the connections 
with the sewers and water mains are 

roperly. 
yet inca a man in moderate 
circumstances, working for wages, 
should save enough to buy a lot and 
erect a small house. He might hire a 
-ogistered plumber to make all con- 
sections for him and then, if he were 
a mechanic himself, he could put in 
nis own apparatus, such as faucets 
aud the like. But there the trust 
steps in. He cannot buy his appara- 
tus, not being & registered plumber,

Luy his apparatus he is compelled to 
ecek the services of a plumber, and 
the plumber may ‘charge whatever

THEY CANNOT ENFORCE PAYMENT 


N a suit brought by the Cahill-Swift Co. of St. Louis against Joseph 
Walsh, a plumber who had obtained $240 
credit, Walsh pleaded that the plaintiff was part of a trust and 

therefore had no standing in court. 
Es F. Cunningham, who has conducted nearly all the big legal fights 
ugainst the Plumbers’ Supply Trust in St. Louis. Judge O’Neill Ryan, 
presiding, decided in favor of Walsh, using the following language in 
his decision, which practically outlawed the trust: 

.‘*The court declares the law to be if when the plaintiff 
sold the goods to the defendant it was a party to any trust 
or agreement, combination, understanding or contract with 
any other corporation, partnership, individual, person, asso- 
ciation, or any other person or association of persons, by the 
terms of which the plaintiff agreed it would not sell any of 
its goods or merchandise to any plumber who was not a mem- 
ber of the Master Plumbers’ Association, then the plaintiff is 
not entitled to recover, and judgment must be entered for

He was represented by Attorney 
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But all regis e:ed plumvets are not 
in the trust. How fares the inde- 
pendent? The trust supply houses 
have lists of every master plumber in 
St. Louis who is in the trust or “in 
accord,” according to the trust par- 
lance. 

If an independent plumber goes to 
a trust supply house and tries to buy 
rlumbing material it is known at once 
that he is not “in accord.” There- 
fore he is compelled to pay spot cash 
He is overcharged. And he is vexed 
und harassed in other ways so that 
le has no chance of getting goods at 
anything like a figure or under cir- 
cumstances that will enable him to 
compete with the master plumbers 
who are in the trust. 

Stern & Goldberg are an indepen- 
cent supply house. Where do they 
get their stock? Presumably the trust 
manufacturers will not sell to them. 
But just there the presumption is er- 
roneous. By years of watchfulness 
that firm has learned of several man- 
ufacturers who have to remain in the 
trust in order to remain in business, 
but who are in sympathy neither with 
the theory of the trust nor its -prac- 
‘ices. These manufacturers would 
gubject themselves to heavy penalties 
in the wa, of fines if ‘hey should sell 
to an independent and that act be 
discovered by their fellow manufac- 
turers in the trust or by any trust 
rupply house. Put they sell to Stern 
& Go'dberg secretly. 4 

There es supply houses in the trust 
from necessity, but not in sympathy 
with the trust. Some of these sup- 
ply houses are willing to buy more 
siock than they need and let Stern 
& Goldberg have the ee. at cost 
But the greatest secrecy 
raaintained by the trust concerns thus 
supplying the indepéndents, for agi 
the facts made known the 
Sern & Goldberg would be drivea out 
uf business by the trust. ‘

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iccelve no letters on business letter- 
beads and no signatures are placed 
io business letters coming from trust 
houses which are assisting them to 
compete with the trust. 

“The care we exercise in our mail,” 
says Mr. Goldberg, “w&s my idea. I 
was afraid I might drop some letters, 
and if they were on the regular sta- 
tonary of the people from whom we 
buy end signed by them a tot of 
trouble would result if the finder of 
one of those [etters should place it in 
the hands of the trust. And such 
accidents might happen. It is safer 
to have the letters on plain paper and 
unsigned.” 

He explained the situation which 
brought about the visit of the de- 
tectives. He had heard, he said, that 
a St. Louis trust supply house waé 
selling ! itchen boilers at a price low- 
er than he was able to buy them from 
(he trust honses with whom he has 
ingratiated himself. So he requested 
a friend, a St. Louis master plumber, 
io buy him a dozen of the boilers, 
offering him a small commission for 
so doing. The purchase was made 
and the friendly plumber sent the 
boilers over. In some way the in- 
formation reached the trust supply 
house that some of its boilers were 
being offered for sale by the firm. 

“A representatitve of that house 
came out here,” says Mr. Goldberg, 
“ostensibly to make some small pur- 
chases. He hinted about boilers and 
| showed him the boilers we had 
nought and ordered him off the place, 
telling him to be sure and explain to 
his boss that we had the boilers.

Chief of Detectives Smith was 
asked by a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
pa:ch Sunday Magazine who had re- 
quested him to send detectives to the 
office of Stern & Goldberg. He re- 
fused to say, but admitted that the 
two officers had been sent on his or- 
ders. The police contend that when a 
business house, no matter if\it is a 
member of a trust, reports to the po- 
lice that some of its goods, believed 
to have been stolen, are at a certain 
rlace, that the detective bureau is 
compelled to investigate. But the pair 
of detectives which went to the Stern 
& Goldberg offices, carrying no war- 
rant, did what was tantamount to ar- 
resting Mr. Goldberg because he re- 
fused the information wanted. That 
was their manner of conducting the 
“investigation.”

A few weeks ago, in the early hours 
of the morning, a dynamite bomb 
with a lighted fuse attached and 
about ready to explode, was found 
in the elevator shaft of the Frank- 
lin Building by an attache of the 
Lnion Savings Bank and Trust Co., 
which had been named receiver for 
the property. The fuse was put out 
and the matter reported to the au- 
thorities. . 

When the police and fire officials 
reached the building the bomb was 


their own support, were kept from 
starving to death by neighbors until 
the attention of the Ohfo Humane So- 
ciety was called to the case. With 
the aid of the Newport and Cincinnati 
prlice the Breuers were located and 
haled in‘o the Juvenile Court with 
the girls. 

Judge Caldwell compelled Breuer 
to pay $50 per month towards the 
support of the daughters, who have 
since been living in a home for girls. 
They have learned stenography and 
now are practically self-supporting. 

Expensive litigation on the part of 
the daughters and others used up 
nuich of the Breuers’ ready cash, and, 
aithough he has some $40,000 waiting 
fo. him in the Sheriff's office on a 
sale of some property, he refuses to 
touch this, as he is contesting the 
sale in the upper courts. Some judg- 
ments against him caused Breuer 
more troubles, which were aggravaterc 
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let go. There was enough dynamite 


in it to have destroyed the entire 


building, which is eight stories high 
and covers ground space of 50 by 125 
fect, and possibly also adjoining 
structures. About the time the bomb 
was found several Hundred persons 
were in the building. 

The next day Breuer was arrest- 
ed on a charge of arson and later in- 
dicted by the Grand Jury. He ad- 
mitted to the police that he had been 
in the Franklin Building at about 6 
c’clock of the morning the bomb was 
found there; also that he had no key 
end to gain admittence had borrowed 
a hatchet with which he broke down 
one of the rear doors, but he denies 
that he placed the dynamite. 

Just before Breuer was arrested on 
the charge of arson, his attorneys 
received a letter signed with his 
name, stating that by the time thev 
received it he would be a dead man. 
Others received similar letters, the 
postmark on which showed that they 
had been mailed in the neighborhood 
of Breuer’s home, but he denied the 
euthorship of them. 

When arrested that day a loaded 
revolver was found in his pockets and 
















an additional charge of carrying con- 
cezled weapons was lodged against 
tne capitalist. The revolver was in 
his overcoat pocket wrapped in a 
handkerchief, and Mrs. Breuer, just 
as the police were placing her hus- 
hand under arres*, made an effort 
to take the revolver away from him. 

Only the other day, when ex-Judge 
Littleford applied in the insolvency 
court for $25:0 extra compensation 
for services as assignee of 
breuer, was the extent of the Breuer 
litigation revealed. It is an array 
that would fairly appall anybody.

' Neither was Dr. Neville a harum- 
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scarum adventurer, as _ Robinso1. 
Crusoe was described, but a. culti- 
vated, college-bred gentleman, a man 
of fine sensibilities, and a minister of 
the Gospel. That he survived the 
15 months in the midst of the man- 
cating savages is almost miraculous 
Dr. Neville shudders at the memories 
und is loathe to speak of them. He 
consented the other day, however, tc 
relate in detail for the first time what 
happened to him when he went as a 
missionary to the Island of New 
Guinea. 

Dr. Neville is a native of Meli- 
bourne, Australia, and early in life 
determined to enter the ministry. He 
was delighted when an opportunity 
presented for him to become a mem- 
ber of an English church missionary 
party, bound for the southern portion 
of New Guinea, which is under Brit- 
ish domination. At that time but lit- 
tle was known of the island, which 
lies below the equator and remains 
for the most part a tangled jungle. 
Only a few towns along the coast con- 
tained white men. 

Dr. Neville’s party consisted of six 
missionaries and about fifteen Chris- 
tian South Sea Islanders. They visit- 
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1d Cookton, Port Samari and Port 
Mosby on the coast, and then, in a 
s-eam launch, set sail up the Great 
Fly River for the unexplored interior, 
where savages dwell. The Great Fly 
tiver is one of the most magnificent 
etreams in the worla. New Guinea is 
the largest island of the sea and the 
river is 1200 miles long. 

The steam launch carrying the lit- 
tle gospel band went 600 miles up- 
stream before selecting a place to 
esiablish the missionary post. On the

stature but powerful physique. They 
wore feathers, were bedaubed with 
paint and had human bones stuck 
through the gristle of their noses to 
add to their repulsive appearance.

It chanced that Dr. Neville slept in 
a hut apart from the rest and was un- 
r.oticed by the invaders. He was 
awakened by the screams of the mur- 
dered men, however, and _ rushed 
‘orth, still dazed by sleep. The sav- 
ages seized him and set up a great 
chatter. He expected each minute to 
be his last, confidently believing that 
some painted warrior would fell him 
with a club and stretch him stark on 
the earth, as he saw the bodies of his 
friends and companions lying. 

But the minutes passed without a 
further tragedy. It seemed as though

The party left the smoking ruins of 
the little missionary post, strewn 
with the ghastly relics of the feast, 
end penetrated into the jungle, still 
further from where Dr. Neville and 
hiy companions had said farewell to 
their bind.

Purning with fever, he was thrown 
into a rude hut and left alone. 

As he lay on the hut floor, racked 
by the fever, unable to communicate 
with anyone, or make his simplest 
wants known, the women and chil- 
dren of the tribe, he says, came to 
peer at him with curious eyes. The 
sick white man was an object of won- 
der and admiration to these rude be- 
ings. But even among cannibals 
in a savage island of the sea femi- 
pine characteristics were manifested 
hy the female savages 

They exhibited toward the prisoner 
c sort of rude tenderness, bringing 
him ripe, fresh bananas and cocoa- 
nuts, which grew in abundance in the 
jungle. They also supplied him with 
all the water he desired, bringing 
that in cocoanut shells. It was in 
that way he learned the first word 








of the New Guinea cannibal lan-, 
gllage—"wai’—which means water. 

For weeks he was too ill tc leave 
his hut. Every day the women and 
children swarmed about the door as 
they had done in the beginning. In 
time, however, the simple natura! 
diet upon which he had subsisted 
ssemed to accomplish a sort of cure 
and he regained strength sufficient 
te walk out into the village. There 
he made a discovery which ceused his 
heart to beat high with a sweet, new 
hcpe and induced him to belteve that 
ke might live to see civilization ouce 
rore. 

The savages had taken him clear 
across the island, and their vi'lage 
was on the shore of the ocean. 
Stretching away was the blue sea. 
Never did the eyes of man look upon 
the ocean with greater gladness *r 
ruore genuine gratitude than did those 
of Dr. Neville feast upon the billowy 
tropic waters, all golden in the sup- 
light.

Dr. Neville read and reread 
that volume, it being his only mental 
link with civilization. He also wrote 
cown in that book, with a burned 
stick, such cannibal words as he 
learned, picking up in time enough 
of the language to make a dictionary 
cf several hundred words, phrases 
and terms, which has been published 
end has proven very serviceable) to 
later missionaries in New Guinea.”
